Cincinnati, August 22.—The county con- 
ventions in Ohio today that selected del- 
egates to the democratic state conven- 
tion at Columbus next Tuesday and 
Wednesday indicate an unusually close 
and bitter contest for the head of the 
ticket. g 

As there are only two candidates for 
the gubernatorial nomination, Mayor 
Tom L. Johnson, of Cleveland, and Hon. 
John kL. Zimmerman, of Springfield, 
there will be only one ballot, but both 
sides will no doubt continue the nomina- 
tion until the result of that ballot is 
announced. It is known tonight that 
neither Johnson nor Zimmerman has 
enough delegates instructed or com- 
mitted to nominate and that the result 
raay depend upon the settlement of con- 
tests from hAlf a dozen counties. This 
makes the makeup of the committee on 
credentials of decisive importance. 

The preliminary work of the conven- 
tion at Columbus will be of more inter- 
est than usual in the selection of all 
the committees. If Mayor Johnson is 
the nominee he must control also the 
committee on resolutions, as he could 
not run on a platform constructed by 
the so-called Zimmerman  ‘“conserva- 
tives.” He is also interested In the rules 
and order of business, as he wants John 
W. Bookwalter, of Springfield, indorsed 
for United States senator to succeed 
Mark Hanna, while Zimmerman wants 
no senatorial indorsement. 

As Zimmerman and Bookwalter both 
reside at Springfield, the Johnson men

This Thedford denies, but evidently{ 
this di@ not satisfy Potts, who became 
very much enraged when he heard that 
Thedford was seeking to employ his 
wife and when he and Thedford met 
this afternoon a fierce fist fight occurred 

This was thought to be the end of the 
matter, unti] they met again tonight, 
when Potts whipped out his gun and shot 
Thedford. Several shots were fired, one 
taking effect in the thigh and one in the 
abdomen. Thédford will not live. 

Shooting Creates Excitement. 


The shooting created intense excitement 
in the city. Potts is a young man of ox- 
cellent reputation and hag always enjoy- 
ed the confidence of all Romans. Thed- 
ford is quite wealthy. He is prominently 
connected and has taken quite an active 
interest in loca] politics of ate. 

A very sensational feature of this sto- 
ry, a detail] which cannot be verified to- 
night, is that Thedford is alleged to have 
caled at Potts’ house in disguise. It is 
stated that he tied his long flowing beard 
behind his ears and blacked his face like 
@ negro. Just why this was done is not 
stated, but there Is qa persistent rumor 
abroad that such fs a fact. The entire 
affair is rather mysterious. 


‘PULITZER IDEA 


TICKKES' GROVER 
Former President Writes of 


Proposed School of 
Journalism. 


New York, August 22.—Former Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland has sent to The 
World the following letter on_the pro- 
posea school of journalism: 

“Tt has been a long time since any 
movement of a semi-public nature has 
aroused my enthusiasm as greatly as 
has Mr. Pulitzer’s journalistic school en- 
terprise. I see in its success the ultimate 
extinction of the vexatious antagonism 
now existing between the haphazard con- 
duct of newsapers in their reach after 
news, and a large section of the public 
and a release of public men from annoy: 
ances against which it is hard to defend 
themselves. 

‘I do not believe I exaggerate when I 
say that the high stand and the conscien- 
tious conduct of the public press is one of 
the mést important agencies for the pre- 
servaticn of the best elements of our 
national character and one of the surest 
guarantees of our national integrity and 
perpetuity. 

‘The fact that this project originates 
with Mr. Pulitzer, whose journalistic ex- 
perience and thorough knowledge of what 
journalistic standards should be are so 
complete and whose characteristic liber- 
ality has been so abundantly shown in 
setting it on foot, not only does him 
great honor, but should insure its suc- 
cess. 

“Every decent citizen should bid him 
Godspeed; and he himself could not wish 
a prouder monument to his memory than 
to have it said of him that he founded a 
journalistic school, whose object, as he 
aptly expresses It, is ‘not merely to en- 
large and improve the opportunities that 
are open to young men for a start in life 
but to raise and fix the character and 
standards of the press itself as a moral 
teacher and a promoter of that public- 
ity which makes for better government 
and for the advancement of civilization."

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)—In- 
telligence of the death of Cornelius Will- 
ingham, an old Georgia newspaper man, 
reached Macon this morning by wire from

Few journalists in the south were bet- 
ter or more extensively known than Neal 
Willingham, and fewer still were better 
equipped for a position in a newspaper 
office than he. Brought up under a 
father who, during his days, was not 
Only one of the best and strongest edi- 
torial writers of the state, but one of 
those men (there are mighty few of them 
in these days) whe believed in going to 
the case and helping out with every is- 
sue of his paper, it is not surprising 
that Neal Willingham, like his eight 
brothers, came away from his parental 
home a thoroughly equipped printer. 

Before leaving LaGrange, the city in 
which he was born, Neal Willingham had 
to push a pencil in a good 
pleasant style. He had the instinct for 
news, which quickly gave him the name 
of being one of the best reporters in 
the country. At various times he did 
reportorial work on The Constitution, The 
Atlanta Dispatch, The Atlanta Post and 
on other Georgia papers. He was well 
known in Memphis and other Tennessee 
cities, where he worked at various times. 

Three years ago he worked in Atlanta, 
at that time serving at a proofréader’s 
desk. From Atlanta he went to Texas, 
immediately ‘after the Galveston flood, 
and remained in that state up to his 
death. 

Neal Willingham was in the fiftieth 
year of his age and wage bright, quick 
and clever at any post m a newspaper 
office. He was open-hearted, generous 
and impulsive and probably was kinder 
to those about him than he was to him- 
self.

jume. Humbert Made a Rambling 
Statement in Her Own Defense, 
Which Fell Flat — Great 
Crowd Witnessed the 
Closing Scene. 


Paris, August 22.—One of the greatest 
criminal trials in the history of France 
culminated tonight when the jury in the 
court of assizes rendered a verdict of 
guilty against Therese and Frederic 
Humbert and Romain and Emile d’Au- 
rignac. 

After a brief deliberation the court 
sentenced Therese and Frederic Humbert 
each to five years and to pay a fine of 
100 francs, Emile d'Aurignac to three 
years and Romain d'Aurignac to two 
years. 

The verdict was reached after the jury 
had been out four and a half hours. 
When the verdict was pronounced The- 
rese and Frederic Humbert, weeping, em- 
braced each other. 

Therese Humbert seemed to be hopeful 
until the last, maintaining that the jury 
was certain to bring in a verdict of ac- 
quittal. Even after condemnation her 
emotion was only momentary. She soon 
resumed her self-possession. S 

Turning to the military guard, she in- 
dicated her readiness to go back to the 
cells of the Conclergeric prison. 

Day of Sensations. 

The sentences came as the culmination 
of a day of sensational interest. The 
chief event preceding the verdict was 
the dramatic revelations which Therese 
Humbert had so long promised, tn which 
she brought forward the myterious name 
of Regnier as the real Crawford. 
court and spectators listened to the fre- 
cital with an amazement amounting to 
stupefaction. 

Although Therese did not Indicate 
whence Regnier’s millions came, it was 
apparentiy part of her plan to create 
the impression that Regnier had re- 
ceived a vast sum for inducing Marshal 
Bazaine to surrender Metz. The incon- 
clusive character of the revelations was 
shown by the fact that the court did not 
take the slightest judicial cognizance of 
them and immediately submitted the case 
to tne jury. The jury HNkewilse treated 
the revelation as a subterfuge. 

The detailed verdict is as follows: 

On the questions of forgery and the 
usage of forgeries, the jury answered: 
“Therese Humbert and Frederic Humbert 
guilty; the others not guilty.”’ 

On the question of the issuance of for- 
ged legal papers the jury answered: ‘“The- 
rese Humber and Frederic Humbert 
guilty; the others not guilty.”’ 

On the question of swindling five speci- 
fied bankers the jury answered: ‘‘Fred- 
eric Humbert and Thenese Humbert guil- 
ty; the others not guilty.’”’ 

On the question of swindling 
rente viagt®re the jury answered: 
guilty.”’ 

The jury indorsed upon its verdict that 
there were extenuating circumStances in 
favor of all of the accused. 

Following the announcement of the ver- 
dict Maitre Labori raised three technical 
objections to the proceedings as a prob- 
able basis for appeal. 

Mme, and M. Humbert will undergo 
solitary confinement during their time 
ot imprisonment, 

The expectation that today would bring 
the conclusion of the Humbert trial re- 
newed the intense public interest in the 
case. The court room was again crowd- 
ed. Among the throng were a pumoer 
otf American lawyers and tourists, whv 
secured favored places through the ef. 
forts of the United States embassy. 

Madame Humbert Scornful. 

Mme. Humbert walked in haughtily 
and surveyed the crowd with a scornful 
air.

Great English Statesman Loses 
in Fight With Death 


End Came Last Night at 9 O’Clock. 
Members of Family Took Fare- 
well of the Dying Man, Who

London, August 22.—Lord Salisbury dled 
Peacefully at-.8'0 o'clock tonight. Dur- 
ing the past forty-eight hours the end 
was se@m to Bé “inevitable, the great 
frame of England's former premier be- 
ing sustained only by the constant use 
of oxygen. Even the administration 
of oxygen failed of effect as the evening 
advanced, and soon after the shadows 
had crept up from the valley and en- 
shrouded the dull red walis of Hatfield 
house the distinguished statesman, mak- 
ing the last effort of his life, turned 
Slightly toward his favorite daughter, 
Lady Gwendoline Cecil, who was kneel- 
ing beside him, and then quletly breathed 
his last. 

Lord Edward Cecil had been warned 
early this afternoon by telegraph that 
the end was near. All the other members 
of his lordship’s family had gathered at 
the bedside. The village of Hatfield, 
which still retains many features of the 
feudal period, was filled with anxious 
residents awaiting news of his lordship’s 
demise. Soon thereafter the announce- 
ment bell from the tower above tolled 
Slowly and the villagers at the street 
corners uncovered In acknowledgment of 
the passing of thelr neighbor and friend, 
England's great statesman. 

Viscount Cranborne, who now assumes 
the title of marquis of Salisbury, imme- 
diately notified King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra and others, including Lord 
Edward Cecil, the soldier son of Lord 
Salisbury, who 1s now tn Egypt. and who 
was the only child of the marquis absent 
from the death bed. Soon messages of 
condolence bégan coming in and _ the 
little telegraph office at Hatfield was 
swamped with unprecedented business. 

The death of Lord Salisbury occurred 
on the fiftieth anniversary of his entry 
Into public life as a member of the 
house of commons for Stamford.

“One meaning of intercession _is praying 
for others and there is a great blessing 
in store for us 4s 800n as we learn and 
practice the true meaning of this word, 
praying for others, instead of praying 
for ourselves. It is this everlasting pray- 
ing for ourselves, and asking favors for 
ourselves that has ever proved a dead 
weight to our conventions. and it is only

Story of Dewey’s Crime. 

Dewey comes of an old family, known 
in banking circles in North Carolina for 
three generations, hig grandfather hav- 
ing been in his day the best known bank 
official in North Carolina. Up to a dozen 
years ago Tom Dewey was a devout 
member of the Methodist church and one 
of the most zealous members of the 
Young Men’‘s Christian Association. He 
gave away tracts, he was a close attendant 
at and participated in all religious exer- 
cises. Suddenly he sent in his resigna- 
tion as a church member, saying he want- 
ed to dance and enjoy himeelf in that 
way, and at the same time left the Young 
‘Men's Christian Association, plunging at 
once into society. 

He is a high Mason and a member of 
the Mystic Shriners. Some weeks ago it 
became known that he was dabbling In 
cotton futures and other speculations, 
and when the directors found this out 
he was told that they would have to 
make a change in cashiers. He was equal 
to the emergency and asked them td 
please wait a little so ag to give hiin 
a chance to retire gracefully. This oc- 
curred in June. During July he put In 
most of his time arranging to retire 
gracefully—that is to gay, he stole $50,000 
during that month, as the state bank 
examiner now discovers. | He got $15,000 
between July 29 and August 1. One way 
in which he would get money was to give 
a note to some outside bank, having his 
own bank to guarantee the payment 
thereof, and then he would pocket the 
money. Last April he is said to have 
given a friend $10,000. 

Dewey left Newbern 
of Saturday, August 1. and came ag far 
as Raleigh with his wife and children. 
He did not teil his wife of his misdeeds 
and her first knowledge of these was the 
newspaper exposure on the morning of 
August 3. A private wire from New York 
On the 8th said Dewey had committed 
suicide there. His stealings cover a pe- 
riod of several years. 

The state corporation commission. 
which has charge of banks, is informed 
hy the bank examiner that Dewey has 
probably a large gum of money with him; 
at least $60,000 it is thought. A compar. 
atively new law in this gtate makes the 
stockholderg of state banks liable for 
twice the amount of their stock, thus put- 
ting them on a par with national bank 
stockholders. It is not thought possible 
that the depositors of the wrecked bank 
will get over 75 cents on the dollar of 
their deposits. Dewey's defalcation hits 
a few of the banks in this state. The 
state had a deposit in his hank, but this 
was protected by a heavy bond.

San Juan, P. R., August 22.—Acting 


| Governor Hartsell has suspended Dr. Na- 
ter, superintendent of the leper colony, 


and Jose Aldrich, his assistant, on the 
strength of a report of Acting Director 
of charities Goenga, revealing a horrible 
and dangerous state of affairs at ‘the 
entrance of San Juan harbor. 

According to this report chickens and 
pigs raised by leperg had been freely sold 
in the city, and goats, rabbits, poultry 
and dogs had been herded in the pa- 
tients’ quarters 1n indiscribable filth. 
Sbme of the lepers’ had no clothing. It 
was added that paper money was circw- 
lated in the leper colony, and that as ‘this 


parts of the island, it was considered dar- 
kerous as likely. to cause a spread of 
leprosy. 

Intercourse between the leper colony 
and the mainland has been permitted. An 
old man, who was not a leper, was con- 
fined in the colony for years. All the 
regulations were vfolated. No physicians’ 
books or financial books showing the 
state of the patients' funds were kept. 

Aldrich has also been arrested on the 
criminal charge of transporting chickens 
from the leper colony and has been fined 
0. 

The acting governor has ordered all 
animals in the leper colony to be killed 
today and has declared that he will probe 
the scandal to the bottom and that none 
of the gullty shall escape. 

A special session of the executive coun- 
cil has been called for August 24 to con- 
stder the Goenga report. 

Only fe prompt action of Mr. Hartsell 
has checked the feign of terror in San 
Juan caused by the discovery of the 
chicken ineident and the public are loud 
in their praises of the determined stand 
he has taken. 

The inhabitants of the city are much 
excited and ere. eager for further details, 
as heretofore it bad been believed that 
the leper colony was a moé@e!l establish- 
ment. 


AWARD IS MADE 
ON M. D. AND S. 


Franchise of This Road Val- 
ued by Arbitrators at 
$55,452, 


The award of the arbitrators on the 
franchise tax returng of the Macon, Dub- 
lin and Savannah railroad was made to 
Comptroller General Wright yesterday, 
the amount being fixed at $55,462. 

This is the first award made by any 
of the arbitrators over the franchise re- 
turns since the letter of the comptroller 
general urging prompt action in order 
that. the state might have the benefit of 
these returns in fixing ,the tax rate for 
the current year. This is one of the 
small corporations, however, ana the re- 
turn in this cage will not help much. 
It ig the returns from the big systems, 
the Seaboard, the Southern, the Atlantic 
Coast Line, the Atlanta and West Point, 
the Western Union Telegraph Company 
and others of this class that are wanted, 
but it begins to look as if none of them 
wil] be in hand until after the tax rate 
has been fixed. 

The avbitrators in the case of tha 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah were Hon. 
G. Gunby Jordan, for the state; Judge 
A. lL. Miller, of Macon, for the railroad 
and Judge ©. H. Calloway, ef Augusta. 
umpire. The assessment of the comp- 
troller general on the road's franchise 
was $92,000 and the award of the ar- 
bitrators reduced this to $56,452. The 
road is said not to be earning money. 

Mr. Jordan and Judge Calloway both 
signed the finding, but Judge Miller, ip- 
stgad of approving it, wrote beneath the 
signatures. of the other arbitrators that 
he “regretted having to dissent from their 
opinion."’ 

The hearing was held at the capitol, 
but Comptroller General Wright had to 
ieave the city and was not present. 


Hall Killed in Hodges’ Home.

Hall was shot and fatally wounded by A.

The Reliance beat the British boat three 
minutes and twenty-four seconde in the 
thresh to windward.and five minutes and 
thirty-six seconds in the run down the 
wind. 

Lipton’s Ardor Dampened. 

The nautical sharps, who had already 
made up their minds on Thursday that the 
steliance could take the measure of the 
cMallenger in any kind of, weather, re- 
gard today’s test as conclusive, although 
they hardly anticipated so overwhelming 
a victory. The race even dampened the 
ardor of Sir Thomas, who insisted, after 
Thursday's fluke, that hia confidence in 
the beautiful craft designed by Fife was 
greater than ever. Still, like a true sports- 
man,* he does not acknowledge defeat 
and hopes for better luck next time, 

The single criticism he and his friends 
make of today’s race is that the only 
shift of the wind which occurred was to 
the advantage of the defending yacht. 
As this shift of wind occurred on the 
windward beat, even granting that it ac- 
counted for Reliance’s lead at the turn, 
the time the defender gained on the run 
home, was more than ample to have given 
her the race. It must be considered, how- 
ever, that the Shamrock showed herseif 
a wonderful boat, in beating to windward, 
perhaps the ablest craft in this respect 
ever sent across the western ocean on a 
cup hunting expedition. 

For 12 miles the single stickers raced 
like a team of horses, and during that 
period of the dyel the patriots made no 
attempt to conceal their nervousness. 

Racing Conditions Ideal. 


The racing conditions today were ideal, 
A thin haze hung over the Jerseéy shore, 
obstructing the view of the spectators 
gathered there, but out on the ocean 
race course the sea was flooded with sun- 
shine from a vault of flecklesg blue, A 
long ocean swell heaved up from the 
south and a 12-knot breeze, fresh and 
strengthening, blew out of the south- 
west, throwing up fleeting white caps on 
the sparkling bosom of the old ocean. 
The marine picture was superb. 

Ag the direction of the wind would have 
carried a windward course from Sandy 
Hook lightship into the Jersey shore, the 
committee was obliged to set the mark 7 
miles farther out. This delayed the start 
about three-quarters of an hour, and pre- 
vented the massing of the excursion fleet 
as usual in the form of @ great marine 
amphitheater back of the starting line.

Honors to Yankee Skipper. 


The honors of the start, as on ee ice 


were captured by the American skipper. 
Captain Wringe timed his approach to the 
line with the Shamrock badly, and in an 
effort to keep off until the gun boomed 
he almost lost his bowsprit as he luffed 
up to cross. Barr, as usual, went over in 
the windward berth, four seconds behind 
his rival. Both were close hauled on the 
starboard tack. It was a magnificent 
sight as they plunged seaward in the 12- 
knot breeze pounding fountains of spray 
from their bows and leaning to it until 
the water swirled and bubbied along their 
lee rails. The crews were piled up along 
the weather side to hold the great racing 
machines up. 

The first few minutes of the thresh to 
windward were watched with intense jin- 
terest. Both were footing like mad, They 
showed yards of their underbodies and 
shipped a good deal of spray and some 
solid water #orward. 

But after fifteen minutes, of sailing 
their positions had not varied percepti- 
bly and there was alarm among the 
experts. “Those who had expected to 
see the Reliance walk away from her 
adversary, as a result of last Thursday’s 
showing, were disappointed, The Sham- 
rock hung on with bulldog tenacity, and 
tack after tack she seemed to be hold- 
ing her own. 

For 13 miles challenger and challenged 
fought out the magnificent duel, sailing 
between two lines of excursion boats as 
free from interference as if they had 
bad been in the middle of the Atlantie 
ocean. All the time the wind was in- 
creasing and the whitecaps were whiten- 
ing the waves in tumbled order,’ 

Critical Point in Races. 

The critical point in the race came at 
12:40 p. m., a Uttle less than two hours 
after the start. The mark was less than 
2 miles away and the relative positions 
of the boats were about the same. Both 
were on. the starboard tack, Reliance 
ahead but to leeward. Suddenly the wind 
cropped and hauled a trifie to the west. 
The shift enabled the yachts to head 
up for thetmark, with Reliance in the 
lead by about 200 yards. This was the 
only thing which marred an otherwise 
truly safled race. But from that time 
On the Reliance steadily increased her 
lead in the windward work until she 
was three-quarters of a mile ahead.

It is estimated that in Atlanta there are 
something like two thousand persons who 
come under the new vagrant law. °, 
few arrests have been made. 

Under the new law all persons who are 
gamblers and live only on 
what they win, are vagrants, all per- 
sons who let their children work and 
live on their wages are vagrants, al! 
persons over 10 and under 21 who are abie 
to work, but do not do SO, and have mn 
parents to support them, are vagrants: 
all persons who have no property anc 
who co not work are vagrants, all per- 
sons living an idle, immoral or profligate 
life and who have no property to sup- 
port them are vagrants; men who Ge- 
gsert their famflies are vagrants. 

Under this lst there are at least two 
thousand men and women, it fs said who 
can be arrested by the police within a 
few days and prosecuted. 

ls was thought that as soon 4s the 
new vagrant law was signed by the gov- 
ernor there would be something of a son- 
gation in police circles, but 80 far the 
wholesale arrests expected have not ™a- 
terlalized, 

It is probable that the police are going 
glow to get the matter worked up on 4 
eystomatic basis, and that in a few days 
the many who are clearly vagrants will 
be arrested and prosecuted.

appointed receiver. The failure of this 
bank is said to be due to the same causes 
which led to the closing of the Citizens’ 
national bank—large excessive loans to 
Rod Oliver, who was president of both 
associations, and to enterprises in which 
he was interested.

EQUALS EIGHT BILLION POUNDS

HEN the spectator who goes to 
the Coliseum to see a paced bi- 


\ . cycle race and watches the rid- 


ers as they seem to skim around the 
little bowl with such ease and grace of 
movements, it looks to them so easy. 

The spectator is told about the riders 
training for this race weeks before, but 
this means nothing to them, for it is 
probable that not one out of ten people 
who go to cycle races ever stop to con- 
sider jiist what it is to the rider when 
he is training for a race, both pace fol- 
lower and sprinter. But the pace fol- 
lower has to ride much longer races, 
and of course his work is much harder 
and longer and it takes much more 
work to get into ‘‘shape.”’ 
tEven the close follower of the cycle 
racing game will be surprised when he 
looks at the figures of the immense 
amount of riding it takes to put a cham- 
pion pace follower into riding condition, 
and not only the champion, but any 
rider who has his work at heart, and 
is ambitious to be a winner. 

Taking Bobby Walthour and looking 
for a reason why he should be making 
such a poor showing in his last four 
rates, and knowing that he started to 
work for the year’s riding On the 15th 
of last February and being thoroughly 
familiar with his daily routine, I stopped 
fo figure the number of miles he had 
ridden up to the 16th of the present 
month. When I started the numbers 
were so large and interesting that I dug 
deeper into the work, and any one will 
see below they are surprising. 

For instance, I know that Walthour’s 
daily work in the morning is usually 15 
miles. This he. rides betweén 10 and 12 
o'clock. Part of it is unpaced, but us- 
ually he is behind his motor. In the af- 
ternoon he duplicates the same work, 
sometimes riding 2 miles. But to aver- 
age it up at 30 miles dally from Feb- 
ruary 15 to August 15, leaving out Sun- 
days (for he never rides or mounts a 
wheel on Sundays), would make about 
ene hugdred and fifty days at 30 miles 
each @my. amounting to 4,500 miles. 

Quite a kunch of miles, but this is not 
all. He has ridden since March 10, hig 
first race this year, fifty-three races, 
winning thirty-seven of them. The total 
number of miles of these races amounts 
to 916 miles, or for every mile that he 
has had to train five miles 
that one 
Taking it that the slowest mile he has 
ridden, even in training, is not slower 
than 1:40 (while he holds the world’s 
record for the fastest mile in 1:07), the 


1,500 1-2. 
Has Ridden 39,246,580 Feet. 

The distance of 5,916 miles he has ridden 
in six months if divided info feet would 
reach the enormous sum total of 39,246,- 
080 feet.. The bicycle which he rides in 
the races and training is geared to 130, 
which with one revolution of his cranks 
will cover a little more than 40 feet. 
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Gus Castle. 


The cranks of his bicycle have turned 
just 9,811,064 times, Taking two move- 
menta of his feet to turn the cranks 
to one revolution, his feet have pushed 
on the pedals only 19,622,130 times. While 
his bloycle has traveled all this distance 
his legs have made quife a record, but 
it takes Too many figures’ to show how 
many {ncligs these have gcwe with every 
thrust on the pedals to make each turn 
of the sprocket, 

During the six-day race which Wal- 
thour won in 1901°the papers in New York 
figured it that Walthour during the week 
had ridden 1.250 milés as his share of his 
team, amd that if the combined power 
he had used had “been concentrated into 
one push, and that push was on a scale 
with the blg flat iron buildings on the 
other side, his power would lift this 
huge structure from its foundation. 

Moved 7,848,852,000 Pounds. 

Taking their figures as a basis, and 
comparing Walthour’s ride for the last 
six months, the amount of power he has 
expended is sOémething almost incompre- 
hensible. Adding his own weight to that 
of his wheel, he must move 20 pounds 
with every thrust of. his foot, or 400 
pounés with each turn of his cranks, 
Thus I figure it that he has meved 7,- 
848,852,000 pounds through space. This is 
equal to the combined weight of the 
Empire, Century and Prudential bulld- 
ings. Now, if this whole amount of 
pedaling could be centered into one 
mighty push on the scales these three 
buildings could be lifted with ease from 
their foundations: 

This bit of riding that Walthour has 
done since last.February amounts to 
quite an item, and it is no wonder that 
he has ‘“‘tired’’ and is gverworked. He 
has traveled a distance equal to one- 
fifth of the circumference of the globe. 

His work, or the work of any pace fol- 
lower, cOmpared with that of the fastest 
race horse such as Waterboy and Mce- 
Chesney, is quite different, and shows 
how much more work and strain the 
pace following cyclist can stand than 
the best horse.

It was a “fit and dramatic climax to a 
glorious mission’’ for them to close up 
this strenuous week abroad, during 
which time no less than ten battles were 
fought, by taking a double header from 
the Coal Heavers yesterday, taking siz 
out of the ten contests waged. 

They left home for Montgomery last 
Saturday night standing in fourth place 
with a percentage of .511; they return 
home this morning in fourth place, but 
with a percentage of .520, and only one 
point behind the Pirates from Shreveport. 
Now, that’s not such a bad record for 
one week’s work. 

The return home of the Georgia Crack- 
ers today marks the close of the season 
so far as Atlanta and the eastern end 
of the southern circult is concerned, and 
now that this much of the journey has 
been covered it would doubtless prove 
interesting to review their work of the 
season inthe east. 


Atlanta’s Record in the East. 

Atlanta has played 55 games in the east 
and of this number has won 27, lost 26 
and tied 2, which places us just a shade 
ahead of the .500 mark so far as the 
eastern half of the circuit is concerned 

During these 55 contests the Crackers 
have crossed the home plate just 264 
times; they have connected with hostile 
pitchers for just 476 hits, and have been 
guilty of errors to the number of 134. 

This run and hit record is interesting 
because of the fact that It shows that At- 
lanta has made one run to every one and 
eight-tenth hits. That is rather a phe- 
nomena] record, but of course the errors 
of the other people account for some of 
the tallies. 

Atlanta has played eighteen games with 
Birmingham, and of that number has 
won nine—just an even break on the sea- 
son’s work. Of this number, five were 
won in Atlanta ee in Birmingham, 
Atlanta and Birmingham have tied on 
the number of runs made against each 
other during the«season, each having 
made sixty-one.

Determined to make our government 
resemble the English, it was a darling 
project with Hamilton; Jay and other 
federalists of that type to bring about 
friendly relations with Great Britain. 

It was no easy task: England’s temper 
Was ugiy. She was sore over the loss of 
her colonies. She was aching to revenge 
herself upon Ameriea and upon [rance. 
She refused to give up the forts On the 
northwest frontier. As Jefferson demon- 
strated in a masterly state paper, her ex- 
cuses were flimsy, untenable. She could 
not answer his argument, and did not try. 
She simply held on to the forts. From 
these forts Indians went forth, fired with 
hatred and whisky, to make war upon 
American settlements. 

But the federalists justified Great 
Britain. Jay declared the fault to be ours. 
She claimed and exercised the right to 
halt our ships upon the seas, to search 
them, and to drag from our decks such 
gailors as her navy might need. Her pre- 
tense was the retaking of her Own sea- 
men; her practice was to take whom she 
pleased. 

But the federalists curbed their indigna- 
tion successfully, and from them no loud 
protest was heard. And when France 
sent over her minister, Genet, and the 
time came when our government had to 
show its hand, it suddenly appeared more 
friendly to our late foe than to our late 
ally. 

Without exception, our historians have 
treated the Genet episode from the stand- 
point of the old federalist party. There- 
fore, the average American gets an_im- 
pression So misleading as to be wholly 
false. The democracy of France, like the 
democracy in America, had made war 
upon a king and had established a re- 
public. In ovr struggle, French money 
and French blood had beén poured out in 
our béhalf. It was not the money of the 
king of France; it was ngt.the blood of 
the king of France; it was the blood and 
the money of the people of France. The 
powerful ,undertow of sympathy with | 
America ‘which had dragged the French 
ministerfoff his feet, and made the French 

imperative, came, not from the 
ing, but from the people. Every 
e Togal pen was laid to paper in 


: 


e people who had rushed to Ameri- 
aid in the darkest hour of the revo- 
luffon Rad now accomplished a revolution 
of their own. America’s example had en- 
couraged them, inspired them, shown 
them the way. Now that the French 
monarchy was down and democracy tri- 
umphant, Great Britain had chosen to in- 
terfere, had made the king’s cause her 
own, and had consecrated herself to the 
unholly purpose of restoring in Europe the 
tyranny of aristocracy and king.* Great 
Britain had blockaded France and dis- 
(*See full account in the author’s ‘‘The Story 
of France and Napoleon.’’) 
missed from London the French minister. 
War was begun before the French re- 
pubiie ever published her declaration. 

What more natural than that the 
French people, at this crisis, should look 
to the American people for sympathy and 
help! There were the two republics; their 
common enemy was monarchical England. 
Without French aid, the American re- 
‘public could not have been established. 
America still owed France a huge debt— 
partly of gratitude, partly of prosaic cash. 

' And France, in sending Genet to Ameri- 
ea, virtually said_to us what Beauregard’s 
messenger said to Johnston on the eve of 
Manassas, “If you want to help me, now 
is the time!”’ 

Genet came. He was young; he was 
untutored in statecraft and the ways of 
diplomacy; he was fresh from scenes of 
democratic excitement: the gospel of 
brotherly love was burning hotly within 
him. Never for one moment did he doubt 

that the heart of the American people 
beat warmly for the young [French re- 
public. He expécted to be received with 
open arms, with the giladdest smile of 
greeting, with the closest hug of fra- 
ternity. 

Had not young Lafayette broken out of 
conventional restraints in France, and 
hastened to the arms of Washington? 
Had not young Rochambeau led the lines 
at the final assault at Yorktown? 

Oh, were we not all brothers in the holy 
cause of democracy? Genet assumed that 
we were, implicitly believed that we were, 
unmhesitatingly acted upon the conviction 
that we were. 

For at Charleston, where he landed 
first, there was nothing to correct his im- 
pressions. Everybody was glad to see 
him. Shovts of welcome rose around him. 
Open arms were thrown about him in the 
brotherly embrace. Ovations filled his} 
young heart with patriotic rapture.

The debts were not 
due, and fit would be inconvenient to 
pay them. Should America discharge the 
debts before they were due Great Brit- 
ain might take offense! 

Can any American citizen of the present 
day read that statement and not feel 
ashamed? 

But this was not all. Genet, deeply 
hurt at the refusal to pay, and at the 
reason assigned, proposed to transfer the 
French claims to American merchants in 
exchange fot food and clothing for the 
needy soldiers of, France, who, barefoot- 
ed, in rags, and almost unfed, were fol- 
lowing the flag in the cause of liberty, 
just as the poor American soldiers had 
done only a few years before. 

And Washington's government, domi- 
nated by Hamilton, refused to allow Ge- 
net that poor privilege! 

Great Britain. might not like it! 

Is it any wonder that young Genet 
lost his temper? 

The American of this day who can read 
this chapter in our history and be proud 
of it will also be proud of the attitude 
of our government when Great Britain, 
partly by the help of supplies bought 
from us in violation of treaty. was tram- 
pling the life out of the South African 
republics. But no other citizen can be 
proud af it. 

Yes, young Genet lost his temper, and, 
like all men in a passion, did things 
that hurt his cause. He gave John Jay, 
Hamfiton, Rufus King and other feder- 
alists the excyse to say that he had in- 
suited the president. Genet appeaied to 
Washington to correct the slander, and 
Washington tightened the mantle of 
presidential dignity around him, refus- 
ing to notice the appeal 
Democratic societies had sprung up 
everywhere, and Genet had multitudes of 
friends; but he could not afford to match 
himself against Washington, nor did he 
try. He protested as wel] as he could, 
but he was powerless. Jefferson was s@- 
cretly in sympathy with him almost to 
the last; but even Jefferson realized that 
the issue could not be met on the ground 
where the federalists had put it. He 
abandoned Genet to his fate, which, In- 
deed, was not. personally ruinous ta 
Genet, for the young man won the heart 
and hand of the daughter of Governor 
Clinton, of New York, and settled down 
To the life of private citizen. 

Not only were the British assured that 
this government would pay all damages 
inflicted by the privateers fitted out from 
our ports, but they were permitted to 
seize Frerch préperty on American ves- 
sels, as well as Ameritan property on 
American “véssels, if such property 
chanced to be foodstuffs on the way to 
wungry France! 

Worse than all—during the entire pe- 
riod covered by the controversy with 
Genet, British. war vessels continued to 
capture American seamen wherever and 
whenever they could, and to impress 
them to service, exfle and death on Eng- 
lish ships! 

Greater humiliations were never en- 
dured than those we bore in the efforts 
to make terms with England. We broke 
with a true and tried friend to prepare 
the way, for alliance with an inveterate 
enemy. The reason assigned by Hamil- 
tony Jay and the federalists generally 
was that another war with Great Britain 
would ruin us. 

To keep peace we inflicted upon our- 
selves and upon France crue] wrong— 
one yet we had England to fign, after 
Aals 

Had we kept faith, had we been true 
to treaty, had we paid France our debts 
of gratitude and of money, who can say 
that it might not have been better for 
us as well as for France? 

Great Britain divided her foes—thanks 
to Hamilton. She fought France, and 
kept us from aiding her. And then she 
fought us, when France could not help 
us. Had we made common cause, she 
might not have attacked either. Thus 
each of the three nations suffered be- 
cause of the broken treaty, 

Before the revolution there had, of 
course, been no national political par- 
ties. Whigs and tories there were, and 
divisions ou local colonial questions. Dur- 
ing the war all Americans who fought 
for independence were classed as whigs, 
those opposed as tories. When the new 
constitution was on trial those who fa- 
vored it were called’ federalists, those 
opposed anti-federalists. By the time 
Jefferson had taken in the ful] Signifi- 
cance of the Hamilton policies, an oppo- 
sition lifted its head, and took the name 
republican. By that name he himself al- 
ways referred to his party. Its founder 
believed that Hamilton and his followers 
were alming at monarchy, This did not 
necessarily mean that Jefferson thought 
Hamilton aimed at setting up a king; it 
meant that republican ideals, democratic 
principles, were being put aside. If this 
tendency was to be checked, if the mon- 
archical spirit was to be kept out, then 
organized opposition wag necessary. To 
Organize this opposition and to dedicate 
the new government to the true repubili- 
can ideals, became the mission of Jef- 
ferson’s life. 

And therein consists his greatness, 

Edmund Randolph was perhaps quite 
as brainy a man as Jefferson; Patrick 
Henry in eome respects excelled him; 
Madison, in his own narrower limits, was 
as efficient; but in combination of high 
qualities, and in consecration of lofty 
purpose, none of these bear comparison 
to Jefferson, 

With him, as with Hamilton, the pur- 
pose was to found a system, establish a 
creed, shape the future of generations yet 
unborn. To do this was a duty, a mis- 
sion. He had no option; it was work 
imposed upon him by the law of his na- 
ture. He believed in the people, was 
willing to trust the people; the name of 
which he grew proudest wags “the man 
of the people.’’ At all points his system, 
his creed, collided with that of Hamil- 
ton. The things Hamilton was seeking 
to do were those which Jefferson most 
abhorred. 

He did not want Europe repeated here. 
Above all things, he dreaded that. Had 
American pioneers fied to this continent 
to escape the abuses of Buropean sys- 
tems only to have those abuses intro- 


duced again? After all the sacrifices and 


victories of the revolutionary war, in 
which king, aristocracy and class legisla- 
tion had heen cast aside, were we to 
voluntarily fasten upon our necks the 
same yoke in another form? Was hu- 
manity never to learn its lesson? Was 
the past never to be respected as a 
teacher? 

The. conception of Mr. 
that the world was making 
great effort to evcive a hisher, better! 
system of government than Europe had 
ever known; and it galled him to see 
that statesmen like Hamilton were 
merely attempting to secure such legis- 
lation, establish such institutions, as 
would give us as good a system as the 
abominably unjust system of Great Brit- 
ain. 

Right or wrong, this was Jefferson's 
attitude: and to understand him, it Is 
necessary to place gne’s-self at that 
point cf view. 

He detested Hamilton, not as a personal 
enemy, but as the most dangerous cham- 
pion of the antitrepublican. anti-demo- 
cratic spirix. He hated, not the man, 
but the system. 

Washingtdén had endeavored to govern 
with a non-partisan cabinet. The at- 
tempt was a failure. Parties sprang up 
at the very cguncil board, the two great 
secretaries, striking at each other like 
fighting-cocks. 

Hamijjton's party established a news- 
paper organ, Fenno’s Gazette. 

Jefferson’s party founded Freneau’s Ga- 
zette, 

The rival papers hammered each other 
and the leaders on each side in the man- 
ner since grown so familiar. Hamilton 
was not spared, Jefferson was assaulted, 
Washington himself roundly abused. 

Freneay was a cierk in the State de- 
partment, with a salary of $250 per year, 
The president) seemed to think thut Jef- 
ferson should dismiss the troublesome 
editor, but the secrefarv declined to do 
so. Those who clai hat Jefferson was 
deficient In courage have many obstacles 
to overcome. and this braving of the 
wrath of Washington !s one of them. 

But Mr. Jefferson had no fondness for 
the heated atmosphere of personal dis- 
pute and wrangles: by nature he pre- 
ferred the calm of libraries and the up- 
per regions of philosophic thought. 
Speeches he would not make, newspa- 
per controversies he would yot wage. 
Plans of campaign he -would furnish to 
lieutenants, marching orders to battal- 
ions, but for the actual scene of strife, 
the hurly-burly of knock down agd drag 
out, he was unfitted. He feared no one, 
shrank from no position, compromised no 
principle, to save himself, deserted no 
friend because the world was against 
him; but yet he had that high sense of 
personal dignity which held him aloof 
from any line of iction inconsistent with 
his ideal of the statesman. A Wel- 
lington might not be afraid to take off his 
coat to fight the regimental bully: but 
no one would expect fo see a Wellington 
do a thing of that kind. 

It was Wellington’s business to plan 
the campaign ang direct the combats of 
other men. Let bullies fight bullies. 

But while Mr. Jefferson took noe hand 
in ‘this newspaper war, Hamiltdn did. 
Holding his rival respongible for all that 
Frenequ had written, Hamilton assailed 
Jefferscn violently, but the purpose fail- 
ed. Jefferson paid no attention to him. 
President Washington was grieved and 
Scandalized at this state of thingg in his 
non-partisan eabinet. Jn the nobles 
spirit he endeavored té. compose the un- 
Seemly strife. But eaeh secretary was 
without fault in his own eyes, ‘and the 
breach was not healed. Hamijton wrote 
the president a letter of justification, and 
Jefferson did likewise—and federalists 
have never ceased to resent the fact that 
of the two lejters Jefferson’s is the 
stronger. 

His position having become irksome to 
him, Mr. Jefferson offered more than once 
to resign. At the urgent request of the 
president, however, he held on till Jan- 
vary 1, 1794, when he retired, carrying 
with him as warm A letter of commenda- 
tion as Washington could write. 

In The True Thomas Jefferson Mr. 
William Elery Curtis states that Jefferson 

“was compelled to resign from the cabi- 
net.” This surprising statement is not 
only contradicted by all the previous 
biographers of Mr. Jefferson, but is con- 
tradicted by Washington himself. 

In his letter of January 1, 1794, he says 
to Mr. Jefferson: 

“I yesterday received with sincere re- 
gret your resignatipn of the office of 
secretary of state. Since it has been im- 
possible to prevail upon you to forego any 
longer* the indulgence of your desire for 
private life, the event, however anxious I 
am to prevent it, must be submitted to.” 

He then goes on to pay a high tribute 
to his retiring seeretary. 

If Mr. Curtis had investigated his sub- 
ject he would have learned that General 
Washington-sought to win Jefferson back 
to service of his administration by offer- 
ing a special. mission to Spain. Mr. Jef- 
ferson declined in a letter which bears 
date September 7, 1794. 

The statements made by Mr. Curtis that 
Washington wished Jefferson out of the 
cabinet, that Jefferson promised several 
times to get out, and that he was at last 
forced out, are untrue. 

Mr. Jefferson's popularity an@® reputa- 
tion were greatly increased by his record 
as secretary of state. He had diligently 
applied himself to the routine work of his 
department, improving the postal service; 
arranging treaties with Indian tribes; 
laying off the new federal city and plan- 
ning its public buildings; making exhaus- 
tive studies and reports on uniformity of 
coinage, weights and measures, and all 
such other matters as then fell within the 
duties of secretary of state. It was upon 
his recommendation that the government 
decided to coin its own money, and the 
mint at Philadelphia was established. His 
correspondence with Genet and with the 
English minister, Mr. Hammond, was 
highly approved, and the opposition which 
he had made to Hamilton's policies gave 
him_his first prominence as the leader of 
distinct political party. The sentiment 
which he represented, the principles of 
which made himself the exponent and 
champion, were as yet unorganized; but 
they were powerful, and Jefferson was 
their prophet. It began to appear then, 
as it more clearly appears now, that, as 
Hamilton stood for a class and for a gov- 
ernment of special privilege, Jefferson 
stood for tue mass of the people and a 
government of equal rights to all. 

Yet, so great was his tact, his smooth- 
ness of Manner and method, that he 
probably counted as many personal 
friends among Hamilton’s followers as 
Hamilton himself could claim. Although 
he did net treat his friends as if they 
one day become enemies—thus has- 
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one more 
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the coming of that day—ne did be- 


have toward his enemies very much as if 
they might at some future time see their 
error and become friends—as most of 
them actually did. In “fact, Jefferson 
united in himself two distinct qualities: 
he was a consummate man of the world 
in his social relations with others, and, 
at the same time, he fought for his creed 
with the stubhernness of a fanatic. 

He hed all the reforming zeal of Lu- 
ther, without his brutality; and’ all the 
scholarly polish of Erasmus, without his 
timidity. He was not content to mefely 
draw the curtains, drink tea in the li- 
brary, and slay dragons theoretically: not 
content to leave his thren out in the 
storm, while he, himself lounged, in slip- 
pered feet, by the cheerful blaze, wielding 
never a battle ax or lance on any field, 
carrying no weapon heavier than a pen. 

From the memorable day of Patrick 
Henry's speech in the Burgesses, when 
Jefferson, the college student, had stood 
in the door of the lobby listening, he had 
been in the very front rank of the fighters, 
‘He had written the first resolutions whicn 
aeclared for independence, at a time 
when. Henry and Washington were still 
posing as subjects of the king. His *“‘Sum- 
mary View'’ was the bravest paper in all 
the literature of that early day, and 
the ablest. It put his neck in fhe halter, 
in the event rebellion did not succeed. 

Time and again he had come forward 
in public bodies with papers that were 
rejected for the reason that they were too 
bold. Never had a line of his been put 
aside because it was too timid, Jefferson's 
timidity is a biographical prdduct solely— 
nianted by the imaginative, kept alive by 
the imitative, and swallowed by the sim- 
pie. 

The ink on the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was hardly dry when ‘this same 
timid Jefferson hurried to Virginia, chal- 
lenged the proud, strong aristecracy of 
the Old Dominion to the fleld, gnd un- 
horsed it in fair fight. Then he accom- 
plished what French revolutioniste found 
"it so hard to do, and what Mr, Gladstone 
found jt so hard to do 4in Ireland, and 
what no man has been able to do in Eng- 4 
la to this day—he et the 
Stdie church. 

Not only that!e He told the whites they 
ought to free the blacks; and told the 
rich they ought to tax themselves to edu- 
cate the poor! More than that, even—he 
told old William and Mary college that 
they must turn out two ridiculous doc- 
tors of divinity and otherwise modernize 
her antiquated institution. 

Yet so scholarly a writer as Henry 
Cabot Lodge makes timidity a salient 
feature of Jefferson's character: and Mr. 
RKRoosevelt continually repeats that he way 
“weak and vacillating!”’

last patent Mg Jefferson issued 
while he was secretary of state was to Bhi 
Whitney for the cotton gin, 

Mr. Whitney was doubtless an original 
inventor and was entitled te the patent 
he got and the fortune he made; but just 
as certainly as there Were steam boats 
before Fulton’s there was a cotton gin 
before Wiitney’s! Within a few miles of 
where the present writer lives an inven- 
live, enterprising genius, Jesse Bull, who | 
moved into feorgia@ from! Maryland, op- 
erated a primitive eetton gin, with a pack- ) 
ing box run by an iron screw. 

The descendants of Jesse Bull were 
schoolmates of the author, and he has 
seen ancient papers preserved in the fam- 
ily, and nas heard the talk of old citizens 
who were conversant with neighborhood 
traditions: There is no doubt that the 
cotton gin, Uke the steam boat, like the 
sewing machine, and like the ,breech 
loading gun, had entered into the heads 
of others than the final patentee. Colo 
nel Tarleton had a bréech-loading gun in 
our revolutionary war, and there fs one in 
the Tower of Londan which must be 
hundreds of years old, That the invention 
was offered to Napoleon Bonaparte by a 
Prugsian mechanic is well known. There- 
fore, in the case of the cotton gin there 
is nothing incredible in the story that 
Jesse Bull was using both gin and press 
when Whitne? was working out his idea 
of the gin. 

The patent office had just been estab- 
lished, and Bull may have known noth- 
ing of it till too late. Whitney was froin 
the north, was intimate with General 
Nathaniel Green, and through his intro- 
duction could reach tke patent office 
with everything in his favor. He got 
the patent, und then used .the federal 
courts to stop Jesse Bull. The cases in 
the federal courts never came to a triai, 
for reasons which cannot now be known. 


CHAPTER XXXIX. 

Luring his term in the eabinet Mr. Jef- 
ferson had been to Monticello for an oc- 
casional vacacion, but not long enough to 
get his affairs in order. 

tie now found them in bad shape. The 
overseer, it appears, had let everything 
go to waste, There were one hundred 
and fifty;four negro slaves and three 
sheep. The fences and buildings were 
dilapidated, the mountain slope fieids 
were washed into gullies and ‘‘galis. 
The yield of wheat seems to have got 
down to where it was a case of ‘nip and 
tuck’ to get the seed back. The one 
crop on the place which never failed 
was—debts. 

When Mr. Jefferson set out for France 
he had left manyy unpaid accounts be- 
hind him, not including the British in- 
cumbrance on the lands. Thes arious 
obligations s¢on made an interest charge 
upon his resources of about $2,000 per 
year. 

The mansion at Monticello had never 
been completed. He was still at work 
on it. Europe had given him some new 
ideas, and into his model home: some 
of these new ideas must go. Changes had 
to be made, additions planned, perfec- 
tions worked out—regardiess of cost, 
The dome had not been put on; some of 
the walls were not even ready for the 
roof. At such tasks slaves were kept 
employed; and, had the everseers been 
asked what was the matter with Mr. 
Jefferson's affairs, they might have re- 
plied that a good deal of his financial 
unhealthiness Was due to the everlasting 
labor and expense connected with the 
building of the model house. 

When Mr. Curtis states that the entire 
cost of this building was less than $8,000, 
he comes almost as near the facts as 
wnen he says that Washington compelled 
Jeffergon’s resignation from the cabinet. 

Martha Jefferson had married Thomas | 
Mann Randolph (February 23, 1790), and 
ghe now had two children. Mr. -Jeffer- 
son was so devoted to his daughter and 
her children that Monticello continued 
to be her home. ; 

Maria is described as being “a vision 
of beauty.” She was soon to become 
the wife of John Bppes. Both. of Mr. 
Jefferson's sons in law were in congress 
while he was president.

his*manner of life. “The flock of sheep 
might dwindle to three, but the number 
of saddle horses was eight. Thirty- 
seyen bushels of wheat was the crop 
for 1794, and the servants who dawdled 
about the mansion probably exceeded 
that number. On his home farm of 2,000 
acres it was necessary to buy five more 
horses before he could get his fourth 
plow going, there being eight horses to 
the plow. n 

At this time, 1794, it appears from his 
land-rol] that his estate had shrunk to 
10,647 acres, comparatively little of which 
was in cultivation. It does not seem that 
there was any net income at all, now, 
from the farms. There was a $30,000 grist 
mill on the Rivanna, which did not pay; 
there was the weaving of cloth, the forg- 
ing of nails and the other farm indus- 
tries common to large plantations of 
that day, but Monticello was never 4 
farm in the sense that Mount Vernon 
was. Washington was a practical farm- 
er, made the business yield a profit; Mr. 
Jefferson was not a practical farmer, and 
did not make his land pay. At least, 
that is the opinion the present writer 
has reached after considerable investiga- 
tion. 

Back at Monticello, Mr. Jefferson put, 
his whole heart into the work of reno- 
vation. Trim lines of fruit tre¢s, to 
run where zig-zag fences had rotted, 
were set—an idea brought from France. 
Artisiic touches on house and grounds, 
on lawn, terrace and garden, were ¢x- 
pensively applied—suggestions brought 
from Italy or England, New ways of 
rotating crops, restoring, land, increasing 
the output. were tried—}ints nicked up in 
conversations with learned academical 
farmers or from books which were con- 
vincing to the mind. 

It was a delight to Mr. Jefferson to 
apply hig mechanical and mathematical 
gifta to. practical purposes. He doted 
on experiment. He burned to make im- 
provements. He reached out to grasp 
new fields in thought and achievement. 
He yealized the vast possibilities of chem- 
istry when a savant like Buffon was 
classing the science with cookery; he saw 
a flying machine worked by a screw in 
Paris, and expressed the bejief that the 
screw propeller in water would be even 
more effective. He reducd to writing 
a mathematical formula for making an 
improved miold-board for a turn- -plow, and 
took. a good prize on it in France. 

He made? for his own pse a folding-chair, 
a copy-press, an extension top to his 
carriage, a one-horse “sulky,” and numer- 
ous other inventions, any one of which 
would have made some yankee’s fortune. 
He introduced the iirst threshing-machine 
ever brought to this country, and he was 
one of the first to import Merino sheep. 
He was a man whose Originality some- 
times crossed the line of the ludicrous, 
The interior of his house gives some 
evidence of this. For instance, there was 
an opening in the wall between his wife's 
bed room and his own, the bed occu- 
pying the open space. Thug he could en- 
ter the bed at night from his room, and 
she from hers. In like manner they 
could separate of mornings. A good ar- 
rangement, but peculiar. 

It was just such oddities as these which 
caused some matter-of-fact people to 
make fun of the sage of Monticello. Tol- 
eration is yet a myth, and the unwritten 
law is that you mugt conform. 

Mr. Jefferson wag not a conformer, 
had no such reverence for antiquity as to 
resent the appearance of the new moon 
and to resist a change in the weather; 
consequently, he often did things which 
shocked the conservatives 
Days of joy these were to this lover of 
naurg in all ber moods, in all her myriad 
To whom 


touching than to this great statesman? 
He would bend over violet or lily, over 


tulip or rose, with a rapt enjoyment which 


never grew old, never grew cold.. With 
every return of the spring his love was 
of yguth for the flowers. 

And the birds—the birds! Did the 
musicians of the woods ever have a 
better friend? He loved their presence, 
loved their beauty, loved théir gong, loved 
their love of life. 

Read his letters to the children; note 
his yearning to plant in their hearts the 
love of birds and flowers. See how ear- 
nestly he instills into young minds tke 
trué. refinement to which every charm of 
nature is a poem without rhyme, a song 
without words. 

As @ young lawyer he sketched out his 
plans for the home ideal, and the care 
with which he expected to attract the 
birds to come and live with him was 
written down with sober earnestness. 

Protect the birds! When presdent of 
the United States he wrote his daughter: 
“[ sincerely congratulate you on the ar- 
rival of the mocking bird. Learn the 
children to venerate it as a superior be- 
ing in the form of a bird, as a being 
which will faunt them if any harm is 
done to itself or it eggs.” 

In spite of debts: and the devastations 
of ovefseers, therefore, Mr. Jefferson 
spent happily the yea®-17é@ at Monticello, 
taking only a casual interest in passing 
events. His time had not come to change 
the policies of the government. 

Until Washington's second term should 
expire there would be no good fighting 
chance for an opposition party. He 
could and would write letters to certain 
prominent friends here and there, keep- 
ing in touch with public affairs, at the 
same time that he was putting out peach 
trees and watching the progress of lu- 
cerne and peas. When the whisky rebel- 
lion breke out In Pennsylvania, and dis- 
appeared at the advance of the troops, 
Mr. Jefferson's sympathies were. rather 
with the malcontents than with the law, 
for the exercise he thought was infernal. 
When John Jay went to England, nego- 
tiated a treaty which left Great Britain 
free to continue the seizare of our ships 
and our sailors, while it forbade us to ex- 
port cotton and a good many other 
things he saw as clearly as any one how 


‘the honor of the- nation had been sacri- 


ficed to New’-England commerce; but 
when Washington gave the treaty his 
sanction, he, like thousands of ‘others, 
had to swallow his indignation and hope 
for better things. 

He witnessed the complete triumph of 
the British faction in Washington's cab- 
inet, and deplored it. He saw Edmund 
Randolph, the young Virginian who had 
‘Jeft everything, broken every tie, to join 
Washington and serve his country—saw 
him cast out on no other proof than a 
doubtful sentence found in the captured 
dispatches of the French minister. 

At the time General Washington, as Mr. 
Jeffersgn thought, was in his decline. 
Age bad impaired his memory and the 
firmness of his mind. He was surrounded 
by inferior men, who were under Hamil- 


dn 1 son's sway, and the president was con- | 
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| trolled by them to a greater extent than 

he realized. So thought “Mr. Jefferson. 
A letter of his to Mazzet, the Italian 
who had been his neighbor, alluded to 
the English faction which had secured 
control, and they were called “apos- 
tates men who were Samsons in 
the field and Solomons in the council, but 
who have had their heads shorn by the 
harlot, England.,”’ 

The British faction, ever rea@fy to put 
Washington between we and the 
enemy, thrust him forward ance more, 
claiming that Jefferson's reference was to 
him. 

This Mr. Jefferson denied, contending 
that his reference was to Hamilton, Jay 
and others of Ahe federalist party. 

The federal papers attacked Mr. Jeffer- 
son on account of this letter, just as they 
attacked him vn other points, and he paid 
no more attentfon to this attack than he 
did to the others. When Mr. Curtis says 
that ‘“‘never before had “he avoided a 
newspaper controversy,’’ hig statement 
amounts to nothing more than an addi- 
tion to the errors already contained in 
The True Thomas Jefferson. Never was 
Mr. Jefierson a newspaper controversialist 
till he fell into the clutches of William 
Eleroy Curtis. This author further states 
that from the time of the Mazzie ietter 
Washington and Jefferson “ceased all 
correspondence and intercourse.” 

The slightest comparison of dates wil! 
convince even Mr. Curtis that he has 
erred. The Magzie letter caused no rup- 
ture between Washington and Jefferson 
at the time.

It was a letter which John Nicholas 
wrote Washington, long after the Mazzie 
letter, which caused Washington to ex- 
press the doubt as to Jefferson's sincerity.

As a matter of fact, Mr. Jefferson was 
always careful to draw a distinction be- 
tween Washington and the Hamilton- 
Wolcott-Pickering elique, which too often 
influencea him. In none of his most pri- 
vate letters will expressions disrespectfu! 
to the father of his country be found. 

And when, Mount Vernon had lost its 
master, the land in mourning, the Eng- 
lish channel fleet lowering its flags, and 
Napoleon Bonaparte paying public tribute 
to the simple private citizen who slept on 
the Potomac, what was the attitude of 
the rivals, Thomas Jefferson and Ajlex- 
ander Hamilton? 

The political foe, Jefferson, penned the 
most discriminating and permanently val- 
vable tribute that has ever been paid 
to Washington’s character; while Hamil- 
ton, the political friend of the dead man, 
wrote that cold and selfish letter in 
which he told the heart-broken widow 
how serviceable Washington had been to 
him! Hamilton had lost an aegis nec- 
essary to his protection and to his 
schemes—and that was the thought which 
was uppermosé in the Hamilton mind as 
the Masons clapped thelr hands over 
and beside the bier, and the war forse, 
riderless forevermore, followed his mas- 
ter to his tomb, 

Even while death had the great sol- 
ier by the throat, choking his life out 

ith frightful cruelty, a letter from the 
precious old federalist clique was on its 
way to Mount Vernon entreating Wash- 
ington to yin again for the presidency 
in order that. they might remain in the 
high places from‘which the people were 
about to cast them! 


CHAPTER XL. 


So rapid has been the growth of op- 
position to the policies of Washington's 
administration that it was only by what 
Hamilton called ‘‘a kind of miracle’’ that 
he did’ not receive his rebuke at the 
next election. -Hed Thomas Jefferson 
been .our second president, owing his 
success, as he would have done, to his 
disapproval of the~federalist measures, 
history would have been compelled to 
say that Washington retired from office 
under a vote of censure, 

Aided by all the advantages of patron- 
age, position, and Washington's over- 
shadowing influence, John Adams _  de- 
feated Thomas Jefferson by only 3 votes, 
and these were due to some accidental 
circumstances. 

A more pathetic figure than Adams dur- 
ing the four years of his presidency has 
seldom been seen in that high office. 

An approved patriot, a man of great 
ability and experience, he entered upon 
his duties heavily handicapped by his 
surroundings and by the infirmities of 
his own chdracter. Mr. Adams was 
learned honest and capable, but his van- 
ity, jealousy, irritability amounted al- 
most.to monomania. His situation was 
even worse than his temper, for the 
election had shown that he was prac- 
tically the president of a minority. To 
make his lot peculiarly wretched, this 
minority was factious. t worshiped 
three gods, the: least ef whom was Ad- 
ams. Washington first, Hamitteh §sec- 
ond, Adams third and last, was the order 
in which federalism bowed to its divini- 
ties. 

Besides all this, Adams inherited the 
complications Washington had made, 
without succeeding to Washington's ca- 
pacity to deal with them. 

The woes of our second president began 
with his inauguration. On that day, when 
ali right-minded people should have wor- 
shiped the rising sun, Adams, they had 
perversely prostrated themselves before, 
Washington, the setting sun. Everybody 
had eyes and acclamations for Washing- 
ton; few, Indee@ paid proper attention to 
Adams. The in-going president would 
have ‘been more than human had he not 
been hurt; and being just hitman, he suf- 
fered. 

This, howe¥er, was trivial and tempo- 
rary; Washington would go to Mount Ver- 
non, and Philadelphia would then belong 
to Rxesident Adams. Such would have 
been the case had not Adams himself or- 
dered Geretin. Making the mistake 
which doomed him, he took Washington's 
cabinet just as he found it, thus saddling 
himself with councilors who had grown 
accustomed to the dictation of Hamilton. 

Fastened in -this way to policies and to 
advisers which he could not control, the 
t stumbled along from one defeat 
and humiliation to another, until he had 
turned his political friends into enemies, 
without having changed enemies into 
friends. For the first of his troubles Mr. 
Adams was not responsible. 

President Washington had sent James 
Monroe on a mission to France, and d 
recalled him in disgrace. 

Maproe was not the abldst of Virgin- 
jans, but Geor*e Washington himself was 
not a truer, cleaner man. As a mere 
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the war, had fought gallantly, had led 
the attack on. the British in the streets of 
Trenton, and had got a bullet in his 
shoulder which he carried the remainder 
of his life. Monroe had served with the 
French, appreciated the help the French 
Save us at that crisis, and carried to 
France a lively recollection of the days 
when he and the French officers had gone 
into battle side by side to face British 
guns. 

Gouverneur Morris had been our min- 
ister to France succeeding Jefferson, and 
Morris had given the republicans such of- 
fense that they insisted upon his recall. 

Washington sent Monroe, after having 
tendered the place to others, who declined, 

Monroe was young, and had not yet 
lost capacity for enthusiasm. Caught up 
in the whirlwind of de smocratic passion 
im Paris, the young Virginian’s conduct 
was very d@erent from that of the Britisa 
aristocrat, Gouverneur Morris. 

The national convertion of France 
(which had just overthrown Robesplerre 
and put an end to the reign of terror) 
save Monroe a ptblic reception. Over- 
looking Genet’s treatment. making no 
references to the broken a%ance of 1778, 
nor to our refusa} to pay France some of 
the debt we owed her when her need wag 
$0 great, the French nationa] convention 
greeted James Monroe with loud applause, 
and the president gave him the brotherly 
embrace. 

The convention decreed that the flags 
of the United States and of France 
should be intertwined: and. thus joined 
together. should be displayed in the hall 
of the convention as a Sign to all the 
wor:d of the union and the eternal friend- 
ship of the two people—of the Sister re- 
publics! 

Join the flags together: hang them fn 
the hall where the universe can see; 
France is not ashamed nor afraid to let 
every monarchy in Europe know how her 
people love Americans and their republic? 

Thus the voice of France! And this was 
at a time when every king in the civilized 
world was banded against her and march- 
ing upon her. 

What was the response of our govern- 
ment? Edmund Randolph, acting under 
the orders of Washington and his cabinet, 
wrote to Monroe a stinging letter of re- 
buke. His course had been too friendly. 
It would embarrass us with England. 
Monroe should have expressed his gz00d 
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this instructions, 


cause the dictates of sincerity do not de- 


mand that we should render notorious all 


our feelings in favor of that nation.” In 
othr words, our friendship must be of 
cautious sort which shrinks from 
open avowal. 

Thomas Paine had aided the French 


‘revolution as he had aided ours. He had 


risked his head first for the republicans 
when the king was still strong, and then 
for mercy when democracy was victorious 
the king’s fife demanded. He had 
stood against all oddg opposing the king‘s 
Robespierre’s faction marked 


Robesplerre saved him. But he 
in jail. and his suffering was 


igainst 
Still jay 
great. 
Gouverneur Morris had refused to lift a 
finger in his behalf. In fact, Morris seem- 
ed quite willing to lift a couple of fingers 
on the other side. 

Neither would Washington intercede. 
Monroe had not forgotten, nor was he 
ashamed. He interposed in behalf of 
Paine, got him out of jail, took him to his 
own house, and there gave him shelter 
and protection. 

Impartial history reviewing this trans- 
action will not make comparisons injuri- 
ous to Monroe! 

Afterwards came Jay’s*mission to Eng- 
land, his violation of the plain terms of 
his treaty, which threw 
France over and which sacrificed prin- 
ciple and honor in the interest of New 
England trade. Of course, the indigna- 
From her 
point of view, America had used her 
against Great Britain, and was néo@ 
making a sacrifice of her to Great Britalm, 

Not content with violating her treaty 
with France, she was making with Eng- 
land a treaty most injurious to France. 
From the French point of view, was not 
the feeling of resentment natural? 

The British faction in Washington's 
cabinet was no longer willing that James 
Monroe should be minister to France. 
His recall was sent, and C. C. Pinckney 
wag named to succeed him. 

Now, the ill luck of John Adams was 
that he fell heir to this quarrel. 

The French government, looking upon 
Monroe's recall as an unfriendly act, re- 
Used to receive Pinckney; but their re- 
fusal came too late to embarrass Wash- 
ington. It caught Adams at the thresh- 
old of his administration. . 

During Washington's term Great Brit- 
ain had heaped insults upan us; had 
made a bloody record along our north- 
western frontier; had seized our mer. 
chantmen; had impressed our sailors. 
When the French minister, Fauchet, had 
returned to France, preparations for his 
capture had been made by the English 
in our own harbors. Even after the Jay 
treaty, British ships continued their 
depredations, seizing our vessels and our 
men. Washington had done nothing; fed- 
eralism was helpfess to prevent or re- 
venge the outrages. 

Besides,. Hamilton was so bent upon 

that British alliance of his that nothing 
permanently “angered him. 
. Adams succeeded to all this—could not 
possibly have escaped it, for it was upon 
him at the very moment he stepped isto 
the presidency. Neither could he have 
escaped the French snarl. It was there 
already. Hamilton and Washington had 
made it; Adams was left to stagger un- 
der it. 

Badgered by Yrance, baited by Jeffer- 
20n’s republicans, undermined by his own 
cabinet, John Adams found the prest- 
dency to Be what Jefferson had said it 
was. “a splendid misery’’—the misery 
being much more apparent than the splen- 
dor. 

The whole nation rallied to the British 
faction When Talleyrand made the céle- 
brated “X. Y¥. Z."" attempt to extort 
tribute from the grand embassy which 
Adams had sent to negotiate for peace; 
and there was. wild talk of a French 
invasion. Congress voted supplies, Wash- 
ington was placed in command of the 
army of defense, and preparations made 
on an extensive soale for war. 

Here, again, there were mortifications 
for Adams, 

General Washington named Hamilton 
to rank next to himself in the new 
army; and, owing to Washington's age, 
this meant that Hamilton would be act- 
ing commander in chief. General Knog 
had ranked Hamilton in the old army, . 
and he now claimed precedence, | 
sided with Knox. But Hamilton: held the 
cabinet in the hollow of his @sa@ 
the cabinet threw its full wei 
Hamilton.

Smith, it would 

seem, was @ bankrupt; and Pickering had 

heard that there were things which had 

been said against Smith's character, 

Thus the president's cabinet councilor 

prevailed tipon the senate to reject the 

president’s gon in law, regardless of the 
Weshington appointment. 

It was certainly a very peculiar state 
of affairs, and Mr. Adams must have been 
most unhappy. 

Just before entering the office he had 
written. to the partner of his bosom, the 
faithful Abigail, in this strain: ‘‘Al- 
though thé mémnment is dangerous, I am 
not scared. Fear takes no hold on me; 
and makes no approaches to me.” 

It was fortunate for Mr. Adams that 
fear avoided him so warily, for his posi- 
tion was precarious. . 

The British, attentive as to the French 
menace and absent-minded as to the Jay 
treaty, ceased to draw the line of their 
aggressions at our battle ships. An Eng- 
lish squadron in the West Indies defied 
the convoy of a fleet of American mer- 
chantmen, seized some of the vessels, 
went on boar® the convoying sloop of 
war, the Baltimore, and took away half 
a dozen of the crew of our battle ship, 
after having compelled fifty-five of our 
sailors te leave the Baltimore and go 
on board the British ships for inspec- 
tion! 4 

Not being et all afraid, and having 
concentrated his anger upon France, Mr. 
Adams did not excite himself over the 
British ovtrage. Great Britain was not 
even hit with a proclamation. (1) 

(i) The president sent a circular letter 
fo our naval officers instructing them to 
resist further attempts of the same kind@. 
Great Britain ‘“‘disavowed” the act, kept 
the sailors, continued to irsult us, and to 
impress eur seamen. 

The exposure of Talleyrand’s effort to 
®xtort a bribe from America embarrassed 
that infamous scoundrel very much in 
France; for, while bribery there was be- 
ginning to be the fashion, exposures 
were in disrepute. The principle that the 
sin consisis mainly in being ‘“‘caught at 
it” is so universal that even Talleyrand, 
being fairly caught, had to take his pun- 
He began to exert all his arts to 
draw the United States back into the atilf- 
tude of seeking a treaty; and from hints 
he went to overtures; and from over- 
tures advanced to explicit promises. An 
eccentric citizen of Philadelphia, Dr. 
Logan by name—a Quaker by descent— 
was moved at the time to go to France 
and untangle the threads which diplomacy 
had confused; and he straightway jour- 
neyed to Paris. This, of course, was 
most irregular and reprehensible. The 
client must have his lawyer to do all 
the talking; the physician relies upon his 
patient’s docility; and diplomacy could 
never do business if plain citizens inter- 
fered. ‘ 

Unmindful of these precepts and ex- 
amples, Dr. Logan took it upon himself 
to keep France and America from shed- 
ding each other’s blood. A word of ex- 
planation might clear up what was evi- 
dently a misunderstanding—and so win a 
glorious victory for peace. 

When Dr. Logan appeared upon the 
scene in Paris, he had better credentials 
than President Adams could give him. 
He was able to show a letter of Thomas 
Jef@eraon's Vouching for him as a worthy, 
respectable citizen. 

The name of Jefferson was something to 
conjure with in France; and Dr. Logan 
was given a distinguished reception. That 
he was wined and dined, hugged and kiss- 
ed, need not be stated; inference covers 
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that; but, what fs more important, he was 
taken into official confidence, and assured 
that France wished for nothing better 
than honorable peace with the United 
States. 

Very sweet things must the conscience 
and self-esteem of Dr. Logan have whis- 
pered to him as he hastened back to 
America to tell John Adams the resuit 
of his mission. 

Adams’ satisfaction wag greater than 
that of Washingtom—much more so. The 
commander in ghief of the new army which 
was to fight France disapproved Dr. 
Logan's unwarranted conduct totally. 
He received the good doctor standing, 
and with that icy stare which froge the 
marrow of common men. His words to 
the Quaker were few, and not genial. As 
to Hamilton and the British faction gen- 
erally, theff wrath was unbounded. They 
not only denounced the volunteer peace- 
maker, but had congress to enact a law 
making it a crime for any American 
thereafter to do what. Dr. Logan had 
done. Rather than have peace made in 
any other way than the regular way, let 
war come and discord rule forever! 

The truth is, that Hamilton 4id not 
want peace at all. He had fallen in with 
the schemes of the South American ad- 
venturer, Miranda, and was deep into an 
intrigue with England whose purpose was 
a joint enterprise by Great Britain and 
the United States against French and 
Spanish possessions in America. Hamil- 
ton concealed this design from Washing- 
ton, and the great man died ig ignorance 
of the dupticity of his friend. But Adams 
realized after a while that the French 
quarrel was mere capital to Hamilton, and 
he veered round. 

Favirg said that he would never send 
another mission to France, he sent one. 
Circumstances had altered the case; and 
he acted like a brave, true man in chang- 
ing his mind. France invited to renewal 
of overtures, three envoys were sent, and 
the war clouds rolled by—in spite of 
Hamilton. i 


IT HAS A 


“STOCKING ROOM.” 


Unique Apartment a Kansas City 
Bank Provides for Women. 


Kansas City Journal: All banks of any 
Size in cities have “‘stock’’ roms. These 
are of two classes—one being’ where 
bonds and stocks are examined by their 
Owners and the other where the stock 
Stationery and the like is kept. But only 
One bank cn earth has a “‘stocking’”’ 
room, and that is in Kansas City. 

The ‘‘stocking’’ rom in the National 
Bank of Commerce is for the exclusive 
use of women, of whom the bank has 
4,000 as customers. It is one of a suite 
of four devoted to their uses, the others 
being a reception room, a writing room 
and a lavatory, the last being sound 
roof, walled in white marble and whol- 
y agem. But these rooms, though fitted 
up in mahogany and panels of brocaded 
Satin, are secondary to the ‘“‘stocking’’ 
room, to which they are merely adjuncts 
after all. 

In a word, the “‘stocking’’ room is the 
apartment into which women go to take 
the money they wish to deposit In the 
bank from their stockings. Now, it is-a 
jest and byword among men that wo 
carries her fortune in her hose, but not 
many of them believe that this is true. 
Experience taught the bank officials that 
it was the case, for many and oft was 
the query made: “‘Where can we go to 
take out our money’”’’ Hence, when the 
bank was enlarged recently, a room was 
provided just for this purpose. It is ex- 
tremely private, and is equipped with 
chairs afid with little foot rests about 
the wall at convenient height, so that a 
woman may put her fot on a rest and 
secure the funds wherewith to make her 
deposit. Although not finished as yet 
the room has already proved its mght to 
be and is in constant uSe. 

The bank officials do not look upon the 
“‘stocking’’ room as a joke by any means 
but are perfectiy sincere opening it. 
They have found it to be a public neces- 
sity, so far as their women customers are 
concerned. But it doubtless is the only 
room of the sort in the world.

It puts*sunshine into 
lives and is a powerful incentive to fur- 
ther activity and better work. Every 
human being can be better used by en- 
couragement than by criticism. The suc- 
cess of an eminent vocal teacher wag at- 
tributed to his simply telling his pupils 
when they did well. Every one is in a 
degree sensitive and generally we find 
this sensitiveness most highly developed 
in the finest workmen. To simply remain 
silent may signify satisfaction, but to 
such natures it is discouragement and 
can never bring out the best that is in 
them. In ordinary, every-day affairs 
each one is trying to do the best he can, 
but the helpful. word costs nothing, and 
is a tonic to better feeling and better 
effort. It is often not selfishness or mean- 
ness that withholds the deserved com- 
mendation, but forgetfulnesa and habit. 
The forgetfulness may possibly be ex- 
cusable, but the habit is unpardonable. 
When commercialism so gets hold of us 
that we forget the finer humanities of 
life, we lose the charm of living.

CULLINGS FROM CONSULS. 


German Fire Extinguisher. 


Consu] General Guenther at Frankfort 
writes: 

Aw engineer of Munich. Max BPipr- 
bardt, yesterday gave a demonstrarcréi 
of the effectiveness of a new reparation 
for extinguishing fires. The trials, it is 
reported, were successful. The prepara- 
tion is a liquid of a milky color. The 
first experiment showed that the skin 
when painted with the liquid becomes in- 
sensible to heat. Rags saturated with 
petroleum can be burned upon the hand 
after it has been immersed in the liquid. 
Small fires can be extinguished with the 
hands, and with one pailful of the liquid 
a fire in a pit of tar was put out in one 
second. The tar, even after petroleum 
had been poured over it, could not be 
again ignited, as the liquid formed a thin, 
unmeltable crust which completely shut 
out oxygen. 

In the fourth experiment, a pile of wood 
several yards in height and width was 
ignited until it was in full blast. The 
fire was completely extinguished in twelve 
seconds with a little more than 12 gallons 
of the liquid. 

Small quantities of the preparation are 
sufficient for extinguishing purposes, 60 
that the damages produced by water 
are avoided. 

The price of the liquid is about .7% per 


per quart, The trial took place in the 
presence of the chiefs of the fire de- 
partment and representatives of the city 
council and board of public works. 


Shark Fins in Nicaragua 

Consul A. L. M. Gottschalk writes 
from San Juan del Narte in regard to 
the use of shark fins for industrial pur- 
poses in the United States. He says: 

“Sharks exist in large numbers on 
this coast.. The Nicaraguan fishery laws 
seem to permit of their being caught as 
vermin, and there appears to be no ex- 
}port duty on any industrial product de- 
rived from them. A number of persons 
here believe that they could deai with 
the United States in shark fins or in 
shark backbones and skins. The for- 
mer are used extensively in some coun- 
tries in the making of walking canes; 
the latter are made into a leather em- 
ployed for sword grips and fancy arti- 
cles. Large quantities of these products 
could be sent to the United States were 
there a market for them. I would be 
glad to communicate with parties inter- 
ested, if these articles.are marketable In 


the United States,’’ 


Blectric Tramway on Ice. 

A recent edition of Los Inventos Mo4d- 
ernos, of Barcelona, has the following: 

“The capital of the Russian empire, 
divided into numerous islands by the 
Neva and the many canals which cross 
it, maintains communication by means 
of 150 bridges, The majority are bridges 
of boats, but there are some of modern 
construction, which are a credit to Mus- 
covite art. These means of communica- 
tien are, however, insufficient, in view 
of the traffic and the immense area of 
St. Petersburg, and in the summer sea- 
gon an extraordinary number of canoes 
and steamboats traverse the canals and 
especially the broad river. When - winjer 
comes, as it does so early in the north 
(navigation being closed from the month 
of November to April), the bridges are 
withdrawn and there are substituted at 
the most important streets bridges of 
wood mounted upon the ice and destined 
exclusively for the use gf pedestrians. 
As s00n as the ice permits two electric 
tramways are installed over the Neva. 
One goes from the left shore to the 
island of Petrowsky; the other starts 
from the English quay opposite the sen- 
ate house, and terminates in the Island 
of Basilio near the Academy of Fine 
Ats. On both lines the electric curreni 
is carried by trolley, the wooden posts 
which support the conducting wires be- 
ing solidly imbedded in the ice,”’ 


Maltese Lace. 

United States Consul John H. Grout, 
at Valleta, writes: 

“On the continent of Europe and in 
England, Maltese lace is celebrated, and 
of late years its fame has been increas- 
ing until the quantities exported from 
these islands have assumed large pro- 
portions. Its reputation has even reached 
the United States, where, until the last 
year or two, there seems to have been 
but a dim idea of its beauty and other 
good qualities. Now, however, judging 
from inquiries at this office and from 
the increasing number of invoices pre- 
sented, Maltese lace bids fair to become 
popular in the Uniteg States. According 
to a recent work by M. Pierre Verhae- 
gen, lace making is dying out among 


the Puropean peasantry, particularly in 
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¢ereasing on account of the small earn- 
ings of the women engaged in the in- 
dustry. It is said that their maximum 
Wage amourits to but 2 francs (39 cents), 
while inferior work brings but 60 or 60 
centimes (9 or ll cents) per day of eleven 
working hours. It is also stated tnat 
the introduction of laceworking machin- 
ery has greatly influenced the low prices 
paid for iabor. Conditions in Malta are 
different. The greater part of the lace 
exported is made in the island of Gozo, 
one of the Maltese group. The‘ poptla- 
tion of Gozo is estimated to be about 
2,000, of whom 10,286 are women and 
girls. It is safe to say that at least 
three-fourths of this number are occu- 
piled with lace making. The peasantry 
of the island of Malta are also more in- 
terested in this industry than for many 
years past. As a result of the increasing 
demand, there is hardly a family among 
the poorer classes in the islands that 
does not produce lace. All of it is hand- 
made, and I do not believe that machin- 
ery will ever be introduceg here for this 
purpose. The people have a deeply root- 
ed aversion to labor-saving machinery of 
all kinds. In many lines of industry the 
methods in vogue years ago are em- 
ployed today. The art of lace-making 
is handed down from family to family, 
and often one will find a befutiful de- 
sign made by only one family. The re- 
cent impetus to trade has caused lace 
making to be taught in the schools. In 
designs Malta copies from no one, al- 
Though the workers are cléver in carry- 
ing out special designs that may be or- 
dered.” 

During the past six months more lace 
has been invoiced to American dry goods 
houses than for forty years. There are 
several firms which are capable of filling 
large orders. These contro] the work of 
many families and suply them with the 
silk or cotton used in making the lace. 
Wages are low and the peasant housewife 
is satisfied if she.can add to the family 
exchequer by employing her spare time 
in making lace. As her children grow up 
she trains them in the art, and it is not 
long before the female contingent of the 
family are found to be important factors 
in the support of the household. Among 
the articles made may be mentioned hand- 
kerchiefs, edging, parasol covers, pillow 
covers, collars, boleros, lamp shades, 
shawls, mantellas and even whole skirts. 
Silk is the chief material used, but of 
late there has been a demand for cotton 
lace. 


New Swiss Buttonhole Machine. 

Consul General O. J, D. Hughes reports 
from Coburg: 

“The usual type of buttonhole machines 
has been operated so that first one side of 
the buttonhole has been worked and then 
the needle mechanism or the fabric is re- 
adjusted to work the other side. A Swiss 
make works both sides of the buttonhole 
simultaneously, which not only has the 
advantage of greater rapidity, but also 
of a simplified construction. The machine 
is provided with two needles, each of 
which, during the reciprocating motion 
of the fabric or of the needle mechanism, 
works one side of the buttonhole. In or- 
der to fasten the ends of the buttonhole, 
the distance between the needles is re- 
duced, so that the stitches of one side 
emerge over those of the other side.”

Lundon, August 22.—There have been so 
many instances lately of the absurdities 
and of the. crielties arising out of the 
caste system in the German army, that 
it begins’ to look as if even Emperor 
William's support of the system would 
be powerless presently to hold off the 
neéded reform.

Enviable op- 
portunities for honest advancement he 
used repeatedly to secure thousands in @ 
lump sum and thes sought other felds 
of adventure, 

Four marriages, as many divorces and 
various traveling companions have con- 
tributed to the varied experience of this 
king of polite rogues. His meeting with 
the real J. C. Draytoa ip the Auditorium 
hotel at Chicago was widely chronicled 
through the press a short while ago. 

Was Born in Atlanta. 

Harry Silberberg was born in Atlanta, 
though he ieft this city when quite young. 
His father was William Silberberg, and in 
{870 opened a dry goods store on White- 
hall street. just below the present estab- 
lishment of Chamberlin-Jonnson-DuBose 
Co. He had credit with H. B. Claflin Co., 
of New York, but finally failed and moved 
to the west. Many meychants now in 
business here recall the “wild Dutch- 
man’ who ran the little dry goods store 
in the seventies. 

William Silberberg had formerly been 
a Jewish rabbi and was a man of consid- 
erable education and had some ability 
as an orator. He came fo this country 
when 26 years of age from Warsaw, Po- 
land, and married a beautiful Polish 
woman in Milwaukee. He had a syna- 
gogue in Mempuois, Tenn., and later en- 
tered business, but during the civil war 
turned blockade runner and made a for- 
tune. After the war he went to Chicago 
and engaged in the real estate business 
with Francis Peabody, but becoming 
bankrupt, he drifted to Atlanta. Harry 
Silberberg was the youngest of nine chil- 
dren, six of whom he says are now dead. 
He declares that his oldest sister is the 
richest woman in a town of Arkansas, 
where the family has lived Since his 
father’s death. 

In The New York Sunday Herald ap- 
pears a full account of the clever rogue’s 
multiform operations and varied adven- 
tures as told by himself.

He is now in New York and says he 
has determined to reform.

Life in Denver.

My 
address at Colorado Springs caused Gov- 
ernor Thomas to appoint me commis- 
sionet to raise funds for a special mining 
exhibit at the Paris exposition. I was 
successful in getting handsome subscrip- 
tions, but none reached Paris. 

“During my tour through the mining 
districts I had a private car and spent 
$35,000 for entertainments. The governor 
was a democrat and the republican press 
fought me so bitterly that I resigned and 


went to Montaga. 
“There I entered the service of Senator 


William A. Clark, who was seeking re- 
election. Belng a successful public speak- 
er and knowing how to win votes, I suc- 
ceeded from the start. The senator's son, 
Charies, I liked immensely and persuad- 
ed him to invest in newspapers. Five 
newspapers were acquired outright. My 
share ws an appointment as editor of 
The Great Falls Tribune. My salary was 
$600 a month—$300 from the paper and 
$200 from the senator’s son. 
A Lost Opportunity. 

‘This was an event in my life, and I 
might have made it a stepping stone to 
honorable achievement. It was the one 
opportunity of a career. Every favor 
was showered on me and I had things 
my own way until an expert went over 
the books and reported me too extrava- 
gant even for Montana. I need not 
describe my leave taking. I landed in 
New York with some $25,000, the remains 
of my Montana and Colorado financial 
round up. 

‘“t took rooms at the Waldorf and cut 
a wide swath. It was easy to arrange 
a plan of campaign, for I knew the prin- 
cipal] men of the west. I contracted with 
certain gambling houses to introduce

“During this New York experience I 
squandered about one hundred thousand 
dollars—most of it went for entertain- 
ments and the races.

‘Don't imagine that Our actresses are the 
only beauties at our command. lf you 
really want to meet a stunning woman 
of refinement and gsoctety connection I 
can accommodate you.’ So he introduced 
me to Mrs. Susette, a fine looking lady 
of charming, companionable mannera 
We became attached from the start, and 
sailed for Burope, on the St. Louis, on 
July 18, 191. In Paris we planned a trip 
around the world, and salied from Genoa 
in October of that year.

teresting review of a study of the race 
question in the south, which appeared 
in a recent issue of The Chicago Tri- 
bune. Shortly after the adjournment 
of congress Mr. Raymond Patterson, 
Washington correspondent of The Tri- 
bune, made a tour of the southern 
states for the purpose of making at 
first hand a study of the so-called race 
problem, and the result was a series 
of letters which form an important ad- 
dition to theseurrent discussfon. 

Mr. Patterson stands in the front 
rank of American journalists. He has 
long been a member of the staff of 
The Tribune and what he has written 
on this subject has a particular value 
on that account, The Chicago Tribune 
was one of the strongest of the aboli- 
tion papers in the old days and, 
whether justly or not is a matter of 
opinion, was for years following the 
war regarded at the south as one of 
the most extreme, even hide-bound, 
critics of this section. That The Tri- 
bune should now present to its readers 
Such a fair and accurate picture of 
things as they are is, therefore, a 
most gratifying evidence of the trend 
of public sentiment at the north. 

Mr. Patterson's letters have been 
marked throughout by fairness and a 
desire to present the truth. He visited 
most of the southern states, saw things 
with hig own eyes, gathered his infor- 
mation from the best available 
sources, and his articles are calculated 
to be most profitable to the army of 
readers of the great newspaper he so 
ably represents. While, naturally, 
there have been some slight inaccura- 
cies, these have not been of a char- 
acter to detract from the value of his 
work taken as a whole. His summing 
up of the situation which The Consti!- 
tution presents, is written in a judi- 
cial rather than a critical spirit and 
Should be read by everybody at the 
north who possesses an honest desire 
to know the truth about southern con- 
ditions. 

His advice to the statesmen of the 
north and the south to “go slow” in 
forming their judgments—to approach 
with calmness and in a judicial spirit 
the consideration of the problems in- 
volved, and not to jump too hastily at 
conclusions—is in line with the ad- 
vice of those who have given these 
problems the closest study. When he 
declares that the granting of the suf- 
frage to the negroes immediately after 
the war was a “horrible blunder,” he 
may shock the sensibilities of some of 
The Tribune’s older readers, but he 
states no less a truism than when he 
declares: “There is no possible doubt 
of the fact that if in New York ot Il- 
linois, one-half or two-thirds of the 
people were black men, the white con- 
tingent would rule them none the less, 
and it would probably do it b’’ methods 
quite as repugnant to ordinary ethics 
as anything whicn has been adopted 
in the southern states;” or when, in 
picturing the possibilities in the south- 
ern states in case the mass of igno 
rant negroes were t> exercise the suf- 
frage, he says: “Even without the 
evils of carpet-bagism, it is easy to 
figure out that within a few years 
after the application of an unqualified 
manhood suffrage for the negroes, 
they would control the southern states 
politically, socially and morally, and 
would either destroy the cultured 
wealthy white class or drive it north- 
wara. The existence of such busy 
commercial and industital centers as 
Atlanta and Birmingham is absolutely 
dependent upon the brains, the ener- 
gy and the capital of the white man. 
Withdraw these and the cotton mill, 
the blast furnace and even the fields 
of cotton, cane and corn would have 
to be abandoned.” 

Many people at the north have yet 
to learn, principally bécause they have 
made no real effort to get at the 
facts, that, as The Tribune writer puts 
it: “The negro as a race in America 
is hundreds of years ahead of his 
brother in Africa, and that is much to 
his credit, but this does not alter the 
fact that he ig thousands of years be- 
hind his white neighbor.” And also, 
that for every Booker Washington, or 
other negro of intelligence and char- 
acter who deserves being placed in his 
Class, “there are 600,000 debased ne- 
groes.” All of the men, northerners as 
well as southerners, who have looked 


honestly into the situation will agree 
that Mr. Patterson is right when he 


says: “To disturb present conditions 
rashly, to listen to the voice of igno- 
rant northern demagogues, would 
be disastrous, first, to the white man, 
but ultimately and most completely to 
the black man.”’ 

Some of the methods resorted to 
by the white mem-of some of the 
southern states may be open to the 
criticism which Mr. Patterson gives 
them, but he falls into error when he 
says “the colored people don’t vote 
in Georgia, and they know it would 
not be healthy for them to do so.” If 
as a general proposition the 
negroes do not vote in state 
and local elections, it is — be- 
cause under the Georgia system, the 
contest for office is confined to the 
democratic primaries, and they have. 
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an Ulinols democrat would have to 
vote at the republican primary in that 
state. After the nominations are made 
in the primaries, the democrats— 
meaning practically all the white peo- 
ple of the state—support the noml- 
nees; and as there are no republican 
nominees, there is no incentive for 
negro republicans to vote. But neither 
grandfather clause or other device 
stands in the way of them casting thelr 
ballots at a general election should 
they desire to do so. In national 
elections, when the republicans do 
have a ticket in the field, as many of 
them as desire to vote do so, While 
we have no criticism of those who, 
in other states, have felt it necessary 
to adopt educational or property or 
intelligence qualifications in order to 
eliminate the illiterate, ignorant and 
vicious voters, we insist in this con- 
nection, as we always do, upon the 
election laws and election methods of 
each individual state being judged 
for themselves. 

Mr. Patterson says in conclusion 
that the white men of the south “will 
maintain the dominance of the Anglo- 
Saxon over the negro, and will con- 
tinue to do so until the black man is 
so far raised in the social scale that 
he can be trusted, and that he shall 
cease to be a’ positive menace to 
the welfare of the community.” 
That is true; and the same thing, he 
has pointed out, would be done in 
New York or Illinois, or anywhere 
else in the world, were the conditions 
similar to those prevailing in the 
south. ; 
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Inspired Suggestions. 

Perhaps, after all, the fault is with 
the rules of the game rather than with 
the aggregation of attenuated antiqul- 
ties and agile youth wearing the At- 
lanta uniform.

In the meantime the people are do- 
ing some thinking, however, and one 
thing they are thinking ig that those 
Russians are pretty wise guys, after 
all. 
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Free Speech and the Streets. 

It is a common failing of enthusi- 
asts to squint at abstract principles 
through a fog, in blissful ignorance of 
concrete practicalities, A municipali- 
ty’s control of its streets, as regards 
the privilege to attract assemblages, 
whether for political, religious or com- 
mercial purposes, is: wholly foreign to 
the right of assembly and free speech 
in the constitutional sense. 

Substantially it is merely a matter 
of freeing traffic from impediment and 
preventing the attraction to undue 
crowds of criminal, mischievous and 
boisterous elements of the populace. 
The police take no cognizance of a 
speaker’s sentiments or of a propagan- 
da. In the issuance of a permit the ques- 
tion is simply one of the probable size 
and character of the crowd to be at- 
tracted. The granting or withholding 


of the permit is d&scretionary, and 
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with this discretion the federal or- 
ganic law has no concern. The matter 
is purely local, dependent entirely on 
local conditions and local judgments. 
Doubtlesg a rattlesnake oil fakir would 
feel persecuted, or a religious fanatic 
martyrized, were they given the ex- 
treme of the law for defiantly hold- 
ing forth on the streets after a permit 
was refused them or revoked, but the 
general public would not be inclined 
to consider free speech in the slight- 
est danger. 

The fact that the city authorities 
granted a socialistic agitator a permit 
to speak on the streets of Atlanta 
proves their liberality and freedom 
from bias, so far as an assault on a 
particular principle or ism is concern- 
ed. The fact that the permit was sub- 
sequently revoked has only to do with 
the very trivial and common place 
matter of orderly police regulation.

SOME RECENT DECISIONS 


Intoxicating Liquors. 

It is no defense to an action against a 
liquor dealer for selling liquor to piain- 
tiff's minor son that plaintiff did not ob- 
ject to others” selling liquor to him, 
though this may be admissible to cor 
roVorate the dealer's testimony that the 
father consented to the sale. What a 
minor, when purchasing liquor, said as to 
his father’s consent to such sale to him is 
not admissible in an action by the father 
against the liquor dealer for making the 
sale. 75 Southwestern Rep. (Texas, Judge 
Stephens) 933. 

Sunday Law. 


A ¢ity ordinance which makes it un- 
lawful for any person ta Keep an open 
business house on the Sabbath day, witha 
proviso that nothing therein shal] prevent 
the sale of drugs on that day, does not 
prohibit one who is the owner of a place 
of business where drugs and other articles 
are sold, and whose business and ordinary 
calling is the selling of such goods, from 
keeping such place open on the Sabbath 
for the purposes of selling drugs, in 
cases where such sales wOuld be author- 
ized under the laws of the state. 4 South- 
eastern Rep., 6. 

Bank Insolvency—Stockholders. 


The United States circuit court of ap- 
peals for the third circuit held, in the case 
of Earle v. Carson, that a holder of stock 
in a national bank who,Without knowledge 
or suspicion that the bank is insolvent 
or is likely to prove so, sells the stock, 
and who does everything reasonable pos- 
sible to procure a transfer of the shares 
on the books of the bank, is not liable 
as a stockholder, although the bank is de- 
clared insolvent before the transfer is 
effected, and the bank and the publisher 
are insolvent when the sale is made. 

Liability for Stamps Stolen. 

Under the settled law that a postmas- 
ter is liable on his bond for stamps and 

oney order funds received by him and 
not accounted for, although they may 
have been lost through burglary, and 
without fault or negligence on his part, a 
postmaster is not relieved from such 
liability by the fact that the United 
States furnished the building and the safe 
therein, both of which he was required to 
use, and from which the property was 
taxen by the burglars. 122 Federal Rep, 
(Kentucky, Judge Evans) 962. 


Reward for Personal Injuries. 


An award of $12,000 made to a plaintiff, 
who was a successful veterinary surgeon, 
22 years old, with a practice worth $3,000 a 


year, for an injury received while a pas- 
senger on defendant's vessel, by which his 
skull was crushed, necessitating a surgi- 
cal operation for which he was charged 
$2,000, confining ‘him to his bed for sey- 
eral months, and leaving him permanent- 
ly paralysed and incapacitated for the 
work of his profession, and with an Open 
wound in his head, was not excessive, 122 
Federal Rep.

HILE still adhering to the 

WV coin formed some years ago, 
after a study on the ground, of 

the alternative routes for a _  trans- 
isthmian canal, that the Nicaragua one 
was the best, not only from the en- 
gineering but the political point of view, 
it is a satisfaction to me, as a lifelong 
advocate for the improvement of com- 
munications, that the United States is 
at last on the eve of undertaking se- 
riously the work of linking the two great 
oceans. It is now assumed in the United 
States—perhaps somewhat prematurely— 
that the cangl will be made at Panama. 
It js interesting for one who has fol- 

lowed for the past decade the tedious dis- 
cussions on the canal question to realize 
the difference in the conditions now pro- 
posed as régards contro] from those sug- 
gested ten years back, when interna- 
tional control was generally considered 
& necessity. The increase in world power 
of the United States is well marked by 
this transition. As the years slip by, 
however, other changes less advanta- 
Sous to the builders of the canal are 
taking place. Chief of these, the rapid 
growth in sea power made by two na- 
tions—Germany and Russia—till recently 
Strictly military, opens a vista of possi- 
bilities which may complicate the policy 
of the power which controls the canal. 


Here Are Two Difficulties. 


Among the practical difficulties to be 
met at the very outset there are ‘wo 
which, while not unknown in the United 
States, are still unappreciated. 

The first is connected with that deadly 
climate which proved so fatal to the 
earlier workers at Panama. It ls now 
asserted that this will not prove as un- 
healthy as hitherto, because the dis- 
turbance caused by the removal of virgin 
jungle and the digging up of the rich 
alluvial soil will no longer occur, since 
the initial stages of the work are over 
and a more wholesome stratum of soil 
has been reached. It must not be for- 
gotten, however, that even if these initial 
stages are really over—which I doubt— 
therg is still a climate peculiarly op- 
pressive and unhealthy, not only to the 
white man. but to those of a half-Latin 
race. Neither Chinese nor Hindoo coolies 
can fill the gap, for the elimate is almosc 
as deadly for them as for white men, as 
was demonstrated in the case of the for- 
mer on the Panama railway. The labor 
market of the West Indies will therefore 
be ransacked, and among other effects 
of the construction of the canal we shall 
see an alarming migration from the isl- 
ands of the Caribbean to the coast of 
the isthmus. The negro from the seuth- 
ern states is unsuitabte and cannot be 
counted on. 

That the work must be done under 
white supervision suggests another diffi- 
cuity. Where will the United States find 
suitable men for this? She has no en- 
gineers accustomed to the peculiar con- 
ditions of work in tropical countries. It 
would be greatly to her advantage were 
she to send some of her best men to 
study the methods employed in coun- 
tries like Egypt, India and Burma. In 
the last-named country are to be seen 
conditions not unlike those under which 
the canal must be built. A certain num- 
ber of engineers, it Is true, is being 
trained in the Philippines, but there as 
yet are no engineering operations there 
of a character to furnish the necessary 
experience. The greatest difficulties at 
Panama are connected with the control 
of the Chagres river, which has In excess 
the torrential character, the sudden 
freshets and periods of drought common 
to tropical rivers. The French made one 
of thelr gravest mistakes in endeavoring 
to grapple with this problem without ex- 
perience, but since their day much has 
been done in tropical countries toward 
the succeksful solution of similar en- 
gineering difficulties. When the United 
States has secured experienced engineers 
she will still want administrators ar- 
customed to organize and control col- 
ored labor, and to deal with the many 
difficulties arising from climate, situa- 
tion and intercourse with natives 


Competent Men. 

This great undertaking means, there- 
fore, another call on Americans to leave 
their own country and follow @ career 
under conditions uncongenial to them. 
Great Britain has always been able to 
procure for such tasks the best among 
her sons, but the conditions obtaining 
in the North American continent have 
imbued the ordinary citizen with a dis- 
like for seeking his fortunes abroad, and 
therefore it is highly probable that there 
will be a good deal of difficulty in pro- 
curing an efficient. supply of guitable 
men. Only the best ean safely be in- 
trusted with such work. They must be 
picked not merely for ability, but for 
character. The T'nited States has al- 
ready had a severe lesson in the unwis- 
dom of placing untested men in tropical 
countries, where there are so many in- 
finences tg lower the moral standard. 

In order to get good men the salaries 
must be thoroughly adequate, and unless 
the risk of climate is duly allowed for tn 
the shape of leave and pension it will be 
impossible to secure a strong and trust- 
worthy personnel. The man from Great 
Britain who goes to a tropical climate on 
government service knows that he !s pro- 
vided for for life, will get great indul- 
gence in case of sickness, and is assured 
of a pension on retirement. Without such 
compensations no competent white man 
can be expected to risk life and heatlh, 
but there will be plenty of incompetents 
and unsuitables. This is an aspect of the 
situation which ig really of wider signifi- 
cance than can be shown here. In its 
beafing On the canal question, however, it 
is extremely important. A highly compe- 
tent and experienced staff would not only 
save many millions of dollars in the mak- 
ing of the canal, but would avoid serious 
difficulties in the labor question, which 
again will react on the whole political 
situation in Central America. 

Condition of Colombia. 

The most vital point, however, in con- 
nection with the canal is, in my opinion, 
the inevitable change it will create in the 
relationship of the United States with the 
Spanish-American republs, amd yet this 
has entered very little fnto the debates 
on the subject or the discussions in the 
press. One reason for my championship 
of the Nicaragua route was my belief that 
the presence in that country of a canal 
belonging to the United States would have 
involved comparatively few changes in 
her foreign policy and felations. It is 
otherwise with Panama. 

Though not a few people are aware that 
Colombia is not by any means a model 
republic, very few realize the dctual con- 
dition of affairs“tthere and in some of the 
neighboring countries. Indeed, it {is im- 
possible for those who have not seen 
with their own eyes and heard with their 
owm ears to believe that such a condition 
of affairs can prevail within a few days’ 
journey of the territories of the great 
civillzing Anglo-Saxon powers. The finan- 
cial condition of the country ts realized, 
however, ae soon as one lands on Co- 


lombian soil and changes an American 
dollar for a bundle of paper dollars of jo- 
cal currency. Colins—gold, silver, or cop- 
per—there are practically none, and dur- 
ing political crises enterprising revoly- 
tionary governments simply issue paper 
notes as fast as the printing press can 
turn them out. During the late revolution 
one. ingenious gentleman, having com- 
mand of the type of a smal] local news 
sheet, combined the rough cuts for ad- 
vertisements and, adding appropriate let- 
terpress, issued a very striking bank note, 
which he circulated with much success, 
The internal debt incurred during the 
past three years of revolution has heen 
plied up till on a moderate computation 
it has reached the sum of $300,000. %". 
Taxation has been pressed to its utmost 
limit, and there is absolutely no legitimate 
method by which the government can 
raise money to rehabilitate the nationa! 
finances. The claims of foreigners, which 
are considerable, and chiefly those of 
United States citizens, will be pressed at 
the first opportunity. 

Law and Order Due to Exhaustion. 


The financial embarrassment of (Co. 
lombia is not, however, the worst feature 
in her condition. Three years’ revolution 
has cost her dear in lives, and though re- 
liable figures are not obtainable, it is cer- 
tain that the adult male popwation has 
been practicaily decimated. The govern- 
ment, backed by none of the political par- 
ties—either the liberal party in opposition, 
the nationalist conservative, or the his- 
torial conservative—is upheld only vy 
bayonets; and the anti-clerical party—at 
present the under dog—will not be quelied 
while life remains. Law anc order, where 
obtained, are due merely to exhaustion. 
The Panama district is far removed from 
the capital, Bogota, the center of activity 
and always the resort of the turbulent 
spirits. With no land communication and 
ten days’ journey by road, river and sea 
from Bogota the isthmus cannot be em- 
ciently controlled by the Colomolan g0Vv- 
ernment. It will fall to the United States 
therefore, to police this district, and te 
avoid becoming involved in the internal 
politics of the country will be found very 
difficult, and eventually impossible. 

it is obvious that the importation of @ 
jarge number of laborers into the canai 
strip will lead to intercourse With the 
whote district, and law and order musi 
be enforced throughout Panama HU tne 
work is to proceed smoothly. There are 
various instances of works bé€ing carrica 
by strong powers through the territories 
of weak ones, and in every case tic 
strong powers have sooner or later De- 
come involved and have voluntarily oF 
involuntarily become practical masters 
of the districts so controlled. When the 
weaker state is in such a condition 4s 
Colombia the result is inevitable. 

The Monroe Doctrine, 

Next we come to the Monroe doc- 
trine, which some, at all events, of the 
Central American republics still regard 
as a guapantee that they can muddle 
along as they lke without interference 
from Europe. The opening of a trade 
route from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
must inevitably lead to a great develop- 
ment of the countries adjoining it. Euro- 
pean and United States capital will pro- 
cure that development, and stable con- 
Citions of government and commercial 
intercourse will become more and more 
a necessity. §: these circumstances it 
will become increasingly difficult to apply 
the Monroe doctrine, no matter how 
modified, unless the United States gov- 
ernment itself assumes responsibility for 
the preservation of law and order and 
the fulfillment of engagements. 

Though it will undoubtedly add greatly 
to her responsibilities the United States 
cannot afford to delay the construction 
Of the canal. Having embarked on a 
career of expansion, not from spread- 
eagie ambitions but by reason of her 
economic growth, the United States has 
become a world power, has entered the 
arena of wé@rid politics, and has above 
all become deeply involyed in the ques- 
tion of the’ control of the Pacific. In 
suese circumstances she can have no 
more valuable asset than this trans- 
isthmian canal, which gives her not only 
the control of a most important Inter- 
national trade route, but greatly facili- 
tates the intercourse of her rich eastern 
States with her undeveloped western 
ones and Te whole Pacific region. There 
is, of course, an opinion held by certain 
interests in the states that the canal 
will tend to sever rather than unite east 
and west, but I have alwars believed 
that the improvement of communications 
must invariably be beneficial to all sec- 
tions of those countries which are pro- 
gressive, and so far I have seen nothing 
to shake this belief. 

The development of the whole Pacifie 
Slope, the growth of Australasia. the 
changes in the island groups, the trans- 
formation taking place in Asta. the 
changes in South America and the am- 
ditions of one European power there, all 
point the urgent necessity for the 
early completion of the transisthmian 
canal, a wo®k which, though it will take 
the United States rather more hurriedly 
along the path of expansion laid out be 
her destiny, will still give her a most 
powerful weapon with which to hold 
her own.

not been a credit to her sex. 

The request is general in letters and 
petitions of all sorts that Mamie DeCris 
oe pardoned. Some take the view that 
to a woman of her refinement the pun- 
ishment she has already undergone is 
more severe ifian would be several years 
of close confinement and hard labor for 
a coarser nature. 

ln view of the interest the DeCris case 
has attracted throughout the state and 
country, extracts from some few of these 
letters and notes of their contents, inany 
of them unique and unusual, will not 
prove untimely. 

Petitions for Her Pardon. 

Firet of all there is a petition from 
" Mille@geville, along with petitions frotn 
éeveral sections of the south, urging the 
g°vernor to pardon Mamie DeCris. The 
Milledgeville petition is quite extensively 
signed. 

“The case which has attracteqd such 
widespread interest throughout the 
country has not ‘escaped its share of 
attention in our little town,’ says a 
Fort Valley petition, ‘“‘knowing, too, that 
‘he punishment already suffered far ex- 
ceeds that which was prescribed by law 
in serving out the full time for which 
she was sentenced by the court.”

Woman Opposes Pardon. 

But not all the letters make a martyr 
out of Mamie DeCrjs. One Georgia wom- 
an, who says it may occasion surprise 
that a woman would plead against Mamie 
DeCris, explains her @dverse attitude as 
follows: 

“Observation and experiences both bear 
me out in this, that te pardon Mamie De- 
Cris would not only uphold her in her 
sins, but make her feel that her sharpness 
would help her to prevaricate (a very mild 
term) out of future trouble.

“The inclination toward extremes is 
one of the striking characteristics of 
the speculative community, and recent 
events in the stock market are but 
in a line with precedent in this particu- 
lar. After selling stocks with what at 
first glance appeared to be an unwar- 
ranted persistency for a year, with the 
result that new low records were estab- 
lished throughout the entire list, senti- 
ment was changed over night and the 
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position of Wall street was unexpec tedly 
reversed. As if to make amends for the 
depression of values, the recent sellers 
attempted to regain in a week the losses 
covering a period of twelve months. That 
such a policy would receive a check from 
conservative quarters was a foreg 
and the failure laet 
without interruption 
mo@gement inaugurated a 
ago Was brought about Dy evidences of 
disapp#val of certain large interests 
prominent alike tin the decline and in the 
consequent partial recovery, 

“The support that was forthcoming 
when the market was threatened with 
complete demoralization was n rt intended 
to extend beyond the immediate require- 
ments of the situation, but the majority 
Of operators were unable to distinguish 
between a recovery and a “bull’’ rally 
and followed their inclinations In hitting 
upon the latter as the aim of the all- 
powerful faction that of late has wield- 
ed an immeasurable tnflue nce upon senti- 
ment. Their conclus{ons were unfounded, 
for the present would have been a most 
inauspicious time to inaugurate a cam- 
paign for higher values, the crops and 
the tegitimate mercantile demands hav- 
Ing a prior call on the surplus funds 
of the banks and other loaning institu- 
tions upon which Wall street must de- 
pend for its sinews of war in a crusade of 
that nature.

The troublous experiences of 1902 have 
taught both the banks and the stock bro- 
kers a much-needed lesson, and although 
money will naturally be much firmer 
than it is ‘now, the preparations that 
are being made to avert a decided strin- 
gency afford assurances that. were lack- 
ing at this time last year. 
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“The actual condition of the banks is 
practically unchanged from last vear. The 
Surplus reserve of the New York Ase. 
clated banks is about the same as on the 
corresponding date twelve monthe ago. 
and about $12.000,000 less than in 1901. It 
is true that the New York trust com- 
panies, between June 30, 199. and June 20. 
1903, increased their actual cash holdings 
$16,226,000. but. on the other hand. the 
whole 4,939 banks in the country's na- 
tional system held last June less cash 
by $17,409,000 than a year before. Appa- 
rently, therefore, the banking institu- 
tions did not really gain any of the $121,- 
412,000 increase in the money supply noted 
in the recent estimate of the treasury de- 
part. According to these figures the cir- 
culating medium outside of the treasury 
is that much greater than it was a year 
ago, and $193,451,000 more than in J901. As 
noted above, it {s evident that the banks 
have not gained any of this large sum. 
The question of where the money has gone 
is answered by the country’s trade statis- 
tics, The activity in all commércial lines 
has absorbed into hand-to-b&nd circula- 
tion a large portion of this increased 
money supply.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, August 22.-The New York 
Financier says: 

‘The most striking feature of the state. 
ment of the New York associated banks 
last week was the increase of $9,599,300 In 
loans. This was expected because of the 
character of the business on the stock 
exchange early in the week, when there 
was large buying of securities for invest. 
ment from the banks. The buying of 
stocks and other securities In the previous 
week were also large, but it was not then 
reflected In the loan item, as was ex- 
pected, for loans showed an important de- 
crease. It seems probable that as loans 
must have been largely tnereased in the 
latter part of that week through stock 
operations, the loan item was then made 
up On rising averages, which were re- 
flected in this item Jast week. The loans 
were also influenced by the important In- 
crease of $5,069,800 by the Western Na- 
tional Bank of the United States, which 
increase was probably due to operations 
incident to the intended merger. The net 
cash gain by the banks, as reported by 
last week’s statement, was $2.l0,40, wh e 
the estimates, based upon the traceable 
movement of money during the week, in- 
dicated a gain of $3,506,800, This is not 
only an unexplainable discrepancy of $1,- 
400,000, shown by these figures. but ajso 
the important unaccounted for difference 
Of $5,700,500 between the official and esti- 
mated figures of the previous week, which 
difference was not corrected in )ast week's 
Statement. 

The deposits increased $10,446,700, which 
amount is lesg by $1,269,000 than that 
called for by the sum of Increase in loans 
and the net gains in cash, hence the 
statement does not balance. The re- 
quired reserve was augmented $2,611,675, 
through the increase in deposits, De- 
ducting these from the pet gain in cash 
leaves $506,275 as the decrease in surplus 
reserve, to $21,546,300. Computed upon the 
basis of deposits. less those of $37.271,000 
of public funds, the surplus its $30,376,060. 
The loans are $4,162,000 jn excess of de- 
posits, against $5,010,300 in the previous 
week.

Degree of D. D. S. for Women 


T the recent convention of the Na- 


A tional Dental Association held at 
Asheville, N. C., on July 80, Dr. J. 
A. Chapple, of this city, delivered a 


paper upon “‘Woman in Dentistry,” which 
not only greatly interested the conveh- 
tion, but justifies attention from the gen- 
eral public, bringing forward as it does 
this comparatively new field for women 
in a most liberal and yet discriminating 
fashion. 

Since s0 many women must and do 
seek lucrative employment, it is of inter- 
est to see the fleld of their professional 
endeavor widening before them, and there 
is little doubt that many young women 
will in the near future address them- 
selves to pharmacy or dentistry who now 


eee open before them only the trained 
nurse's work or that of the M.D., of the 
feasibility of dentistry as a profession 


for women. Dr. Chapple says in part: 

‘Desiring to get an expression from an 
intelligent and appropriate source among 
the laity, we addressed a note to the 
president of a normal and industrial col- 
lege for girls, asking him if he believed 
‘dentistry was a suitable calling or pro- 
fession for women.’ 

‘Hie replied that he considered dentistry 
entirely unsuitable for women, and gave 
three reasons, to-wit: “The work requires 
constant standing on the feet, which Is, 
as a rule, a bad thing physically for 
women.

-. Because the work requires a very 


considerable degree of physical strength, 
especially strength in the hands, and 
physical enavrance. Women, as a rule, 
have not, I believe, the necessary physical 
Strengih and endurance for this work 
‘* 3. The work requires, I should think, 
reniarkably strong nerves. Women, as @ 
rule, have delicate and sensitive nerves, 
and are therefore unfit for the work.’ 


“And this distinguished educator adds: 


‘The above comments on women apply, I 
believe, to the normal, healthful and well- 
vrganized woman.’ Assuming that the 
objections here quoted at length voice, in 
the main, the sentiments of those not 
only of the laity who oppose woman's en 
trance into dentistry, but of the general 


practitioner as well, we shall adopt them 
as a basig for our contention. 

‘). If her physical condition, being more 
delicate, she should not choose a voca- 
tion which requires her to stand on her 
feet during long hours, we answer that 
the same argument would apply with 
equal force to the thoysands and thou- 
sands of saleswomen and shop girls who 
must and undergo this fatigue and 
discomfort. And, if she be a ‘normal,’ 
‘healthful’ and ‘well-organized’ woman, 
her capacity for endurance in her chosen 
field of labor should be equal to the 
‘normal,’ ‘liealthful’ and ‘well-organized’ 
man in his allotted sphere of action. The 
time consumed in standing at the dental 
chair of the average practitioner is in- 
finitely less than that occupied by the 
uverage saleswoman, and certainly under 
more hygienic and comfortable conditions. 

“That solicitude for women which 
trembles at the prospect of her encroach- 
on professional territory (hitherto 
occupied by men only), while it looKs on 
complacently on thousands of her sex 
toiiing at harder work, seems strangely 
inconsistent with sympathy and deplor- 
ably deficient in logic. 

“The second objection raised by» our 
critic is that ‘the work requires a very 
considerable degree of physical strength,

especially im the hands.’ 

“Barring possibly the strictly surgical 
feature of dentistry, in isolated instances 
this may be true; but for all other de- 
mandg the strength of her hands is en- 
tirely adequate. We contend that Bo 
greater demand is made upon the hand 
of female dentist than upon the hand and 
strength of the girl who manipulates a 
typewriter or spends two hours daily’ at 
a piano exercise. Moreover, no such de- 
gree of physical strength is requisite to 
the successful practice of dentistry now 
as formerly. With present day methods 
and instrumentation, brute force is placed 
at a discount, and knotted muscles are no 
longer a match for trained minds, clear 
eyes and a cunning hand, even though 
they be the mind and the eye and the 
hand of a women. 

“In 1899, there were 1,397 women study- 
ing medicine in the United States, 174 
studying pharmacy and 162 studying den- 
tistry. Which of these three is the great- 
er test of one’s physical endurance? Tor 
ask the question iis but to answer it. 

“The third and last objection raised 
by our distinguished friend is that, ‘The 
work requires r&markably strong nerves, 
Women as a rule have delicate and sensi- 
tive nerves, and are, therefore, unfit for 
this work,’ 

“W eanswer that a woman with a ner- 
vous organization is not likely to seek 
dentistry as a profession. Nor doé. this 
criticism apply ta.woman with any greater 
force than to a nervous, sensitive man. 
When a woman gets her, consent to seek 
employment in ygpiried fields—in man’s 
ao-called exclusive domain, she Is pre- 
sumed to have investigated its exactions 
and requirements. Indeed, such a woman 
will likely be endowed with not only suffi- 
vient physical courage, but marked indi- 
vidualism as well, a trait of character 
most prominent in those men who have 
achieved success in their respective voca- 
tions 

“Is it not rather late In the day to offer 
‘delicate and sensitive nerves’ as a bar- 
rier, when Clara Barton and thousands of 
her followerg have long since shown this 
to be a mere figment of the ‘imagination 
by their heroic conduct in the hoégpitals, 
the sanitariums and on the battle field? 
Many a woman who would swoon at the 
sight of a mouse will bear more fatigue 
and witness more nerve-wracking scenes 
at the couch of pain than the biblical 
Hercules who slew the lion and pulled 
down a temple. While our distinguished 
critic failed to note what would prove, 
perhaps, namely, her probable deficiency 
in mechanical execution, we shall antici- 
pate the objection, and meet it as brief- 
ly ag possikie. If we are correct in our 
premise tbat a woman seeking a man's 
vocation, does so from a natural inclina- 
tior{ or an innate love for and fitness for 
the particular work chosen, the logical 
inference would be that she possessed 
more or less ability to sustain her in her 


| choice. 


“While every Woman is not endowed | 


to and surpassed many; whjle at the 
chair the proof of her handicraft in no- 
Wisn suffered by gomparison. In not a 
few instances we also discovered in her 
development of individuality of character 


‘and geniug for expedients, elemente oft- 


timeg so needful in the mastery of @ 
dificult problem 

“The prospect of a cnitured woman 
writing D. D. 8. after her name and put- 
ting monéy in her purse need stir our 
Sympathies not half so much as the pic- 
ture of a sad facé and figure struggjing 
for sheer existence in the orthodox 
sphere of home, Take it where you will, 
there lives the woman who must face 
the problem of existence and learn to 
take care of herself, to say nothing of 
the stubborn fact—modre's the ,pity—that 
she has been known /to take care of her 
husband also. 

“And if it should come to pass that 
woman in her loveliness shall} be woman 
in her strength, with womanhood never 
diminished, we in manhood’, generosity 
must not hinder, but hold the door of 
opportunity ajar and at least give her en- 
trance to her wish in the field of en- 
deavor. If sho fail, she first will find it 
out. If she wing. we first shall place 
the laurel upon her brow and welcome her 
to her just reward. 

“And however much we may philoso- 
phize, we must finally accept the conclu- 
sions of Kate Field, when she said: 


“ "They talk about a woman’s sphere as 
though it had a limit! 
There's not a place in earth or heaven, 


There's not a task to mankind given, 
There's «t a blessing or a woe, 
There's not @ whispered yes or no, 
There's not a life, nor death por birth, 
That has a feather’s weight of worth, 
Without a woman in it!’ "

(subject to rule 12), class P.”’ 

This mean that the rate is to be ex- 
jactly the same as upon lumber, out the 
weight per car of ties Is to be greater 
tpan the weight allowed in case of lum- 
ber by 8,000 pounds. 

A ynumber of years ago the railroad 
commission, of its own motion, reduced 
the freight rates of cross ties, which, 
prior to that time, had been the same as 
iumber. This was not done on any 
systematic basis, however, and about 
July 1 the commission replaced cross 
tles under the old or lumber rate. 

There was a protest at once from the 
tie men of the state and the railroads,

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NEGRO NORTH AND SOUTH 


VIEWED BY NORTHERNER 


Raymond Patterson, Washington Correspondent of 
The Chicago Tribune, Sums Up 
the Situation. 


(Raymond Patterson, in The Chicago 
Tribune.) 

Washington, D. C., August 11.—With all 
it@ iniquities. with all its injustice to the 
black man, the politica] situation in the 
south is one which should not be rashly 
disturbed. ‘‘Go slow’’ is the best possible 
motto for statesmen both north and south 
when dealing with any of the curious 
political aspects of the race question. By 
this I do not mean that there is not 
great opportunity for improvement, be- 
Catise there is. I do mean to say, how- 
ever, that the northern enthusiast or the 
southern conservative who assumes rash- 
ly to disturb existing political conditions 
in the south must take the responsibil- 
ity, perhaps, of inflicting vast harm upon 
the entire country. 

I have become deeply impressed. in 
Studying the negro question, with the 
idéa that the southern man is too close 
tu the negro and the northern man too 
far away. Somewhere between these two 
widely different points of viéw' must be 
found ultimately the solution of the negro 
problem. 


Many Sides to Problem. 

At the present time that problem is so 
complex, it has so many curious ramifica- 
tions, it involves so many side issues, it 
comcerns such vast interests for the wel- 
fare of mankind itself, that it should be 
approached only with great deliberation. 
Seuthern meople are absurdly touchy on 
the negro question, but, on the other 
hand, northern people are prone to ap- 
ply to the south strict rules of abstract 
justice which would never obtain in the 
north. There is no possible doubt of 
the fact that if in New York or Illinois 
half or two-thirds of the people were 
black men the white contingent would 
rule them none the less, and it would 
probably do it by methods quite as repug- 
nant to ordinary ethics as anything 
which has been adopted in the southern 
states. 

I do not believe any Intelligent, fair- 
minded and liberal northern man can 
spend even a few months in an exclusive 
investigation of the race question with- 
out becoming convinced, as I have be- 
ceGime convinced, that the granting of 
suffrage to the negroes immediately after 
the war was a horrible blunder. 


Many Fitted for Suffrage. 

Here and there one may find an abun- 
@ance of negroes who are eminently fitted 
to exercise the right of suffrage. There 
are thousands of them, and they are not 
at all confined to the college professors 
or the philanthropists. The negro schools 
have been and still are turning out a 
class of educated black men and women, 
who are born jin America, who are ac- 
quiring property interests, and who have 
quite enough education to enable them to 
make an intelligent use of the ballot. It 
must be remembered none the less that 
the great mass of the negro population 
of the south, emhPacing many miilions 
of men and women, is not wholly un- 
fitted to exercise the right of suffrage, 
but if given the ballot at this stage in 
thelr race history would undoubtedly 


become a menace to the welfare of the 
nation. 

There is a vast deal of difference be- 
tween Professor Dubois, of Atlanta unil- 
versity, and the half savage laborer in 
the rice fields, or in the cotton islands: 
on the Atlantic coast. The difficulty of 
the problem lies in the fact that for 
every Booker Washington there are 
about 500,000 debaseq negroes. Roughly 
speaking, one-ninth of the population of 
the United States is made up of negroes 
of various degrees-of blackness. In the 
southern states they constitute an actual 
majority of the population in a vast 
number of counties and congressional 
districts. 

Vote a Balance of Power. 

The negro vote, if cast solidly and 
counted honestly, would elect enough 
United States senators, in all probabil- 
ity, to become a balance of power ih 
that body. They would elect a large 
percentage of the members of the house 
of representatives from the. southern 
states. The result would be that all of 
the property interests of the south would 
practically ve disfranchised. Even with- 
out the evils of carpet-bagism it is easy 
to lgure out that within a few years 
after the application of an unqualified 
manhood suffrage for the negroes they 
would control the southern states polit 
ically, socially and morally, and would 
either destroy the cultured, wealthy 
white class or drive it northward. 

The existence of such busy commercial 
and industrial centers as Atlanta and Bir- 
mingham absolutely dependent upon 
the brains, the energy and the capital 
of the white man. Withdraw these and 
the cotton mill, the blast furnace and even 
the fields of cotton, cane and corn would 
have to be abandoned. The negro as a 
race in America hundreds of vears 
ahead of his brother in Africa, and that 
is much to his credit, but that does not 
alter the fact that he thousands of 
years behind his white neighbor. 


Equal Rights Not Equal Justice. 


It is a simple thing to stand in a north- 
ern pulpit, or sit in a northern office 
chair and speak or write about equal 
rights, the genius of the American con- 
stitution and the beauty of a free bal- 
lot, but the political situation in the south 
is not a matter of theory, but of fact. 
If it happens to come in conflict with 
our American institutions, much the 
worse fur the institutions. Looked at 
from the standpoint of theory the exist- 
ing political situation in all of the south- 
ern states is a cruel outrage and a man- 
ifest yjolation of the basic principles of 
the Declaration of Independence, but 
when you 100K at the thing in the light 
of commetcial, social and moral condi- 
tions it is easy to as I have scen, 
that to disturb present conditione rashly, 
to listen to the voice ¢f ignorant north- 
ern demagogues, would be disastrous, 
first to the whife man, but ultimately 
and most completely to the black man. 
As aresult of my [ravels throughout the 
south I have become more and more im- 
pressed with the fact that the best inter- 
ests of the negro are not in anv way 
identified with politics, Whether he has 
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can well be-left for settlement until his 
material, moral and intellectua! condition 
has been vastly improved. 

What the negro needs today is educa- 
tion of head and hand, an edycation whose 
s0le object is to help him earn his daily 
bread and to dispose of the fruits of his 
labor in an intelligent manner, Give the 
ballot today to the tens of thousands of 
ignorant negroes in the cane fields of 
Louisiana and they would be much worse 
off in q year’s time. The ballot would not 
procure them another day's work, nor 
would it better their social condition, be- 
cause they could not apply the right of 
suffrage jntelligently. That 1s to fay, 
the negro as a whole, no matter how he 
may be nvatreated and imposed upon by 
the white people, can not better his 
condition by going into the voting booth, 
because he can not apply the remedy of 
the ballot In such a way as to create a 
change for the better. 

I have listened to some terrible stories 
of the reconstruction period. I have talk- 
ed to some successful northern men now 
living In the south, who have themselves 
told me that no one can comprehend the 
horrors of that period except those who 
lived through it. Most of the evils of the 
carpetbag era grew out of the dense ig- 
norance of the negroes themselves. [ have 
seen orders of court to which was attach- 
ed a cross Witnessing the signature of a 
negro circuit judge, who could neither 
read nor write, and yet into whose hands 
was given by law the power of life and 
death and of the disposition of property. 


Does Not Know Right and Wrong. 

It will be many years before the south- 
ern negro can be educated up to a point 
where he can be trusted to discriminate 
between right and wrong, between good 
men, so far as the suffrage is concerned. 
Just at the presqnt time the great mass 
of the negro race is densely ignorant, but 
they have their race prejudice, just as 
the white man has, and when they have 
the ballot their votes will go to the negro 
candidate, and never to the white man. 
The minute the negro is given the ballot, 
whether he acts collectively or not, he 
becomes an object of interest to the prac- 
tical white politician, and no one who 
pretends to understand the great mass of 
the black people themselves can escape 
the conviction that even if they were re- 


| stricted to a ballot for white candidates 


their votes would surely be given to the 
highest bidder. 

Il do not believe the negro in the south 
will be fitted to exercise the right of suf- 
frage until the percentage of illiteracy is 
enormously decreased, and this will take 
not decades, but generations. 


White Man Goes to Extremes. 
While it is true that the southern ne- 
gro, as a whole, is not fitted to exercise 
of suffrage, it equally true 
white men have en- 
him by means of 


the right is 
that the southern 
deavored to eliminate 
methods which are so unfair that they 
cause resentment among the negroes, 
and induce the black man to believe that 
the laws made by white men are no 
better than those the colored people 
themselves would enact. Most southern 
public men freely admit this fact, but 
they point out that they are endeavor- 
ing to correct, by means of local stat- 
utes, the original monumental blunder 
which was committed when the negro, 
fresh from the debasing influences of 
slavery, were given the ballot. 

The weakness of the political situation 
in the south is the fact that the white 
leaders have been afraid to take hold of 
the problem honestly. That is to Say, 
they have either been afraid or unable 
to enact laws which would apply equally 
to white and black men. The safety of 
the south undoubtedly Hes in a system 
of suffrage based upon the possession of 
property, or upon an educational qualifi- 
cation, or both. Nevertheless, one south-

laws which seem to discrimimte between 


‘the white and black man; and which, al- 


though they may be pronounced constt- 
tutional, are repugnant to the ordinary 
Anglo-Saxon sense of justice. 


Georgia Law Not. Georgia Practice. 

In Georgia ther@ are no limitations on 
the suffrage either for black or for white 
men so far as the statute books are con- 
cerned, but, as a matter of fact..the col- 
ored. people don't ‘vote in Georgia, and 
they know it would not be healthy for 
them to do so. Among the other states 
various devices have been resorted to 
which it would take @ law book «to de- 
seribe, but they are. all based upon the 
‘unfair and unequal prineiple of writing 
a law which on its face {s applicable to 
all men, but whitch, in fact, allows the 
white man to vote without regard to his 
disqualifications, but -prevents the black 
man voting, nd matter how fitted he 
may bé ‘to exercise the right of suffrage 
The “grandfather” claude in many of 
the states was theréely a temporary ex- 
pedient. It consisted ih permitting any 
man to vote who @Quld show that hig 
feather or grandfather exercised the right 
of suffrage prior to or about the time 
of the civil war. Such a legal device 
would be absurd in the north, Where the 
communities rapidly change, but there 
are few or no immigrants in the south- 
ern states, families remdin about the 
seme, and thousands of ign®rant white 
men who could neither read nor write 
had no diffteulty in tracing their an- 
cestors to recognized citizens of the com- 
monwealth, who had exercised the right 
of suffrage fifty years ago. 


Lets in Ignorant White Man. 

This, of course, enabled the ignorant 
white men to vote, while it disfranchised 
practically all of the colored men, as 
there were only a few free negroes prior 
to the war who had any rights of citizen- 
ship, and the difflculty of tracing their 
pesterity is something well understood 
by southern students of the race question. 

I am inclined to think the ‘grand- 
father’ clause, being based entireiy upon 
inheritance, would. undoubtedly be de- 
clared unconstitution if properly attacked 
in the courts, but even {ff this were done 
it would only disfranchise a lot of ig- 
norant white men and would not help 
the negro. 

The favorite dévice throughout the 
south now Is th pass a law requiring that 
the applieant for suffrage shall not only 
be able to read and write, but shall 
also show that he “‘understands."" This 
puts a tremendous power in the hands 
of the election officers. They can readily 
be satisfied that the white man under- 
stands a specified section from the con- 
stitution, but they can never be brought 
to admit that the would-be black voter 
comprehends what he reads or writes. 

In one town in Virginia the negro ap- 
plicants for the privilege of voting were 
required to write out and define such 
exymessions from the constitution as 
“writ of supersedeas,"’ ‘‘ex post facto”’ 
and “bill of attainder.”’ I venture to say 
that few white men, except lawyers, even 
in the educated north, could give, off- 
hand, a satisfactory definition of those 
three terms. 

The “Understanding” Clause. 

The ‘‘understanding"’ has. been 
the salvation of southern statesmen. On 
its face it is perfectly fair to require that 
an intending voter shall not only be re- 
quired to and write, but that he 
shall aJso show his mental capacity by 
demonstrating he understands, and is, 
therefore, capable of applying the ballot 
in a proper manner. This ts the pure 
theory of the situation, but, of course, 
every one knows. that all the eiection 
clerks are white men, and they gee to It 
that no negro men are allowed to vote

where there is thé shighest danger of 
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their controlling the local political situ- | 


ation. 

I saw hanging on a library wall in 
Booker Washington's beautiful home, in 
Tuskegee, his life certificate, which shows 
that he has passed the necessary exam- 
ination and can always be permitted to 
vote, so far as educational qualifications 
are concerned in the state of Alabama. 
On the other hand, I talked to an intelli- 
gent young colored mau in Virginia, who 
eculd read and write, who was an ac- 
complished bookkeeper, stenographer, 
typewriter and journalist, who had been 
refused the right of suffrage because he 
could not off-hand give a satisfactory 
definition of a “‘writ gf supersedeas.”” I 
saw at the same time one of the election 
judges who refused this young man the 
right of suffrage. He was an ignorant, 
fat, half-drunken saloonkeeper, who was 
manifestly without the slightest particle 
of education or social standing, and who 
was infinitely the inferior, physically, 
mentally and morally, of the colored man 
he turned away from the election booth. 

Reduced to its last analysis, all of these 
laws are futile to prevent the negro exer- 
cising the right of suffrage. He is becom- 
ing edycated, is acquiring property and 
can not be barred from the ballot by 
Operation of law. The white men, after 
all. control the situation entirely outside 
of the law. They are the employers of 
labor. ang commercially, as well as in- 
dustrially, are masters of thé situation. 
The ‘“grandfather’’ clause, the ‘“‘under- 
standing’ clause, and similar devices of 
the politicians could readily be upset 
in the court. The white men are able. 
however, to Insist that they will employ 
no negroes who go near the ballotbox. 
that go black voters shall be accepted 
as tenants, and that colored politicians 
shal) not be sold the actual necessities of 
life. 

In this way the white men have been 
enabled to destroy the colored vote in the 
south absolutely, and, if 1 am any judge, 
they will maintain the duminance of the 
Anglo-Saxon over the negro, and will 
continue to do so until the black man 
is so far raised in the social scale that 
he can be trusted, and that he shall cease 
to be @ positive menace to the welfare of 
the community.

From the parlor the 
glance sweeps along a_ brightly-lit 
stretch of high, airy rooms to the 
gleaming tiles and the rich black 
wrought iron work of the dining-room 


fireplace, surmounted by a quartered! 


oak mantelpiece, and flanked by a 
cabinet of cut glass. 

From the dining-room the eye 
catches the dappled light that filters 
into the many windows from the vine- 


clad porch. 
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These three rooms are lit by nine 
windows, each of which fronts on 
trees or shrubs, so that at every mo- 
ment the inhabitants of the house 
see waving, nodding green. 

Throughout these rooms the pre- 
vailing color scheme is light gold, 
taking its key from the wood trim- 
mings. Soft but decided greens are 
used in rugs, carpets, hangings and 
pottery. Kitchen, butler’s pantry, 
storeroom and laundry are on. the 
other side of the house, shut off so 
completely that they are invisible. 

The second story contains the 
library, a great room extending clear 
across the front of the house, with 
eight windows opening into it. It has 
a square alcove, in which stands a 
desk surrounded on all sides by the 
reference library. The large room 
proper is given up to ornamental 
bookcasés in golden oak with the mat- 
ter for general reading. 

The library, as well as all the rooms 
ot this floor, are so arranged that each 
can we shut off from the rest, thus 
making every one an entity. This has 
made independent treatment possible 
for each. 

The library is decorated in dull blue 
burlaps, with nothing to break the 
soothing monotone of tint except 
a very few engravings, in. gray mats 
and dull olive colored flat Yrames. 

The sitting-room, which is next to 
the library and occupies the middle of 
the house, is decorated in Nile green 
with just a flush of pink on the cor- 
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nices and in places here and there. 
The ceiling is tinted in a green so 
faint that it is almost white. 

The next room, a bedroom with a 
southern and eastern exposure, is dec- 
orated in blue and white, and in all 
its arrangements and furnishings is 
made to be a typical summer sleep- 
ing apartment, as cool and airy as 
colors can make it. 

Across the room is another living- 
room with a southern and western ex- 
posure. It is almost square and has 
heen decorated in subdued tints, mak- 
ing a snug little retreat for the after- 
noon and evening. 

The bathroom is tiled on floor 
and walls. The bathtub is set into 
floor and wall space so that there are 
no hidden corners to catch @ust. The 
washstand is one piece of solid por- 
celain, being cast in a single piece 
from pedestal to top, and the other 
fittings of the room are glass almost 
throughout, with as few metal pieces 
as possible. Wood trimmings, where 
they had to be used, are of cypress. 

The upper floor is given up to sleep- 
ing rooms exclusively. There are 
three of these, each with two win- 
dows, so located that northern winds 
strike only three and open to every 
southern and eastern wind that blows. 

The sloping roof and gables have 
been so designed that they form a lib- 
eral air space over each of these top 
rooms, assuring coolness in summer 
and warmth in the winter.

“Mary H. B., Brooklyn,” writes: “I 
have $12 to expend on ‘pretty things,’ 
for my own room. It has a very un- 
finished look, although it has al] of 
the necessary furniture required for 
a bedroom, but very few pictures and 
no bric-a-brac worth mentioning. The 
walls are covered with a striped, light 


and dark, old rose paper, and the floor 
has a Brussels carpet on it of min- 
gled brownish and gray effect. There 
are two windows with a single lace 
curtain at each; I have tried tying 
these back, and letting them hang 
loose, but they look stiff and scant. 
The furniture 1s bird’s-eye maple, and 
my washstand set is pink china, but 
do the best I can the room looks just 
like a hotel room. There is a dressing 
table and echiffonier, and four chairs, 
one a rocker, If $12 will do any good 
and would improve it, I can spend that 
amount now, and later buy some other 
things. Please advise me.” 

It is an interesting problem and de- 
serves careful attention. There are 
many people in the same position, but 
most of them think that a few dollars 
are of no use in household decoration. 
That is a great mistake. Every dol- 
lar counts, if only it is properly ex 
pended. <A little money laid out with 
good taste produces a far better effect 
than a large sum spent without it. 
I think you can make a great 1mprove- 
ment by the judicious use of your $12. 

In the first place, remove the 
single lace curtains; every window 
should have a pair of curtains. Select 
a soft white madras with figures in 
old rose upon it. You should be able 


cr 


easily to find the color that will tone 


with your walls. This sells for 35 
cents a yard, and it will take one width 
2% yards long (this 1s for ordinary 
sized windows)—that is, 5 yards tor 
each window. Your curtain material 
then will cost $3.50. Another 50 cents 
for the pink cords and tassels to tas- 


ten them back on either side will leave 
you $8 of the $12; you will find you 
have wrought much improvement in 
your room by this change alone. 

Let your next expenditure be for a 
length of dull pink cotton velvet slip; 
stitch the ends of this and lay across 
the top of the dressing table; this will 
cost $1 a yard.

“Many American manufacturers 
have tried to create a profitable mar- 
ket for the finest class of work, buy 
most of them have failed for that rea 
son and have decided to confine them 
selves in future to the commoner but 
more profitable lines. America 1s the 
only market for artistic American 
glassware. and, as I have told you, 
Americans do not support the Ameri 
can industry.” 

Nevertheless, glass-making 1s a 
prosperous industry in America, be- 
cause the American housewife is the 
greatest consumer of glassware in 
the world. In England the family 
glassware is handed down from gener 
ation to generation, and is almost as 
sacred as the family plate. An Eng- 
lishwoman would be as deeply shock- 
ed by a suggestion to change her 
glassware as she would by a sugges- 
tion to change her children. But the 
American woman thinks nothing of 
putting aside a set of glassware which 
she has tused for only two or three 
years, and buying in its place a better 
and more fashionable set.
